He Legillative and the Coercive 
powcr are the rwo hinges up- 
on which the great Mach n of 
G OVErNMent turnes. The Scep- 
tcr , winch 1s the Stepbeards 

leading ſtaff, 15 che «mblem of rhe firſt ; the 

Sword, which {crves asa goad to the ſheep, 

when they will ncither drive nor Icad,is the 

Emblcm of the latter. The one doth diate, 

the other commands; the firſt declares what 

ſhould be done, the latter ſees it exccured. 

Impoſſible it is rhat man ſhould live withour 

ſubmitting ro ſome government. 

For had every one been lefr his own law- 
maker,to have becn prorefted by his own 
{ingle ſtrengrh,as well as W II,r o Mans Pper- 
ſon or propriety had been late, and millions 
of miſchicfs in that Anarchy bed fuc- 
ceeded. 

Each man therefore ar firft ſceing a nege{- 
ſity of parting with his (ingle fingle power 
to

co unite with a ſtronger (for Y7s untta forttor) 
reſolved to reſign thatup to the conduct of 
{ome one more wile and expert Champion, 
whole authority and intereſt he having once 
eſpouſed, accounted whatſoever that Cun- 
ning man, Conning or Cyning , fince cal- 
led King, acted, as done by himſelf, The 
ſupream authoriry or diffuled itrength ofa 
multirnde,thus by mutual conſent, or necefhi- 
ty rather,being fixr and veſted in one perſon, 
thcy all acknowledged rhar one rheir ſheep= 
heard or Soveraign. And obſervable ir is, 
- thar in moſt places the ſheephcard gucs be- 
forc his flock ; only here in Brita:i#by diſſo- 
nant cuſtom they tojlow it. However this 
Soveraign forciceing that withour a Coer- 
cive power he could nor govern fo great a 
multitude : (tor the ſheepheard mult have 
his fling in one hand and ſheephook in the 
other ) began ro eſtabliſh laws: 7. e. to ſer 
hedges and bounds to ſecure himſelf as well 
as them intheir intercſts reſpeRively.

th: foundation, bur wiſe men mult toreſec 
that ill manners undermine it not. Now as 
that Relizion whichis mcſt conform to Gods 
holy Will revealed,is to be allowcd only : 
ſo thoſe humane Laws that come nearc{t 
ro Juſt and honeſt, z.e. to the ruic of righe 
reaſon, conſonant to that divine truth, are 
only to be eſtabliſhed. Ir were to be with- 
cd indecd that men might live withour any 
Law, that 1s, that men wou!d be fo jult 
thac St, Pauls words might be vcrihed now 
ofus; The Law ts not mane for 4 righteg 46 
man, but for the lawleſſe and dſuhedrent, &c. 
But ſuch hath ever bcea the fraielty of tu- 
mane nature ( which is ſtill more prone ro 
evil then to good ) rhat there was a neccAi- 
ty of bridling char enormous diſpoſicioa,and 
by ſevere diſcipline to reftrein and comnrel,

would not lead. Good laws, and Fences 
were therefore tnade and fer : bur rhe irrc- 
gular inconſtant people not willing to be 
confined,brake or pluckt them up. Hirc :1- 
le lacryme. They after a time grew lawleſle 
and diſobedient z endeavouring to wreft 
that ſword they had pur into their Legiſla- 
rours hand, and by finiſter pretences to re- 
fume 
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ſume thar Liberty which my had parted 


with before. You 'aks too much upon y-u,laies 
murinous Kora" : Nolymw buuc regrare , 
taie5 anorher incendiary, And thus though 
thcre be and cvcr were Laws ro puntth mur- 
ther, rbcilion, {chiſm, rheifr, &c. in a few 
{112)e perſons that cannot refilt Sovcraign 
power, yet when by evil example rhe CON- 
tagin ſpreads, they then grow maſter!eſſe; 
thea Will becomes alaw, Treaſon, reaſon; 
then liberty jultles Przrogarive , and ſome- 
timcs even thrults it our of doors. By whole- 
ſom laws then fo to regulate the cnormous 
amyvirion of the Noblefe, with the {cditious 
gain! ayings of the ever-cucruious pcople, 
ro4t tie whole may be preſerved withour 
ſubJividing into fictions or fractions, 1.e. to 
govern ſecurely ; 3 harh ever been the Skill 
and arrifice of polrtical prudence. 

Look into all Common-wealths, and tell 
me where any were ever happy till good 
laws had fuſt comooſed and unjed them : 
AM lrtutocoa'oſrere 18 ups popult corpus nul- 
la re quan legih us potest., Livie. Meſes gave 
the law to te Hekrems; Zoyoactres tO ®the 
BaTrians;, Mons, Seſoſtris and Amafis 9 
the ZE :y7trans, The Median and Perſian 
laws for tacir irrevocabilicy are famous. All | 
; places 
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places and Nations have been conform to 
laws,cither made by one cledted Ruler, or 
impoſed by one ſupream Conquerour, or by 
conſent of the beft,or otche whole people. A- 
thexs and Sparte,after their ſeveral civil com- 
buſtions,began then only to florith and cn- 
crea(e,when the firſt had raken laws from 
Solop, the latter from Lycurgus; Then did 
the Attic Laws floriſh when Solop had refto- 
red to that Commonwca'ch that peace and 
liberty which laſted above 500 yeares after. 
Then did the Athez:azs in this Halcyon age 
( as Herodotus atteſts) bring tome. of heir 
laws out of eAgygt rocompleat their own In- 
ftirutes. The like did the Remazs after them, 
when neceſſity forced rhem to regulate their 
Ciry. For they ſent their Decem-1:r: into 
Greece,who out of the Attic Laws and others 
made by Zaleucs amongſt the Locr1aus, by 
Lycwrgws amongſt rhe Lacedemoxians, by 
Charozdas amongft the Thurians, by Phoroe 
rews amonſt the Argrues; and other chick 
Grecians whom they confulted, did extra®t 
certain plartorms of law and government , 
from whence thoſe laws of the Twelve Ta- 
bles Cicero {o commends,were at laſt extra&t- 
ed and built up. | 
But to come nearer home : Hovy many 
2 plous 
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Ptous Nomothetes hath this little Hland af- 
toorded > As firlt King na, and Offa, e- 
thelwolf, Alured the great or Alfred, Ed- 
ward he Elder, Erhe elitan, Eduin, Edgar, E- 
thelred, Caintas, Edward the Conte flour, 
moſt of which BraFonz mentions to have 
been our law-makers > And doubtleſs whilft 
the Aurhoriry of their reſpective Edicts did 
floriſh, much morality and civility did dwe! 
in this Kinsdom, To the Saxon and Danith 
( by whom England was firſt conquered ) the 
laſt Conquerour added ſome of his Normaz 
laws : our of ail which, that, which we fi1ll 
call the common law, was compiled, as be- 
ing the Common cxtract of them all. This 
Normas | ſay, governed this ſullen Nation 
like himſclf a Conquerour, wicha rod of ]- 
ron 3 retaining ſome of rhe old, bur impo- 
ſins more new laws. And chough the Peo- 
ple did ftruggle under the weight of his new 
and heavy impoſicions, and petitioned him 
that the Laws of Exward the Confefſour 
might be reſtored, whereby they might be 
freed from extraordinary taxes : yet ncither 
he or his Son Rufus that ſucceeded, gran- 
eed them that 1mmunity. Tis true Hen. 1. 
{ who ſummoned the firft Parliament ) and 


King Stepren (who borh injuriouſly graſped 
the 
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| the crown) did to pleaſe the People, the 


firit only promile, the latter releaſe the 
Danegelr, Henry the Second. was the. firft 
ave like to Mara Charta, but yielded nor 
ſo tully ro ic as to bind his heirs ro the con- 
ccſſion. Bur the people having once rafted 


; of the honey, were loath to part with rhe 


{weet 3 and thurting cheir eyes again, ſoon 
compelled King Johx to confirm 1t at Run- 
ny mcad, the which old laws of Edward, 
Hen. the third; that untortunare Prince, did 
more tully confirm and reftore afterwards. 
Bur befides theſe grand Prefidiary laws, rhus 


extorted by the violence of the commons, 
from thele caſfie and unhappy Princes, we 
have had ( not to name the gencrall and 
particular cuſtoms, Maxims, and Starures 
of the Realm ) ſo many Adts,' Ordinances, 
| Orders, Rcſolves, &c. made of Jare in the

 compaſle of but one or two luſtrums, that 
rhe cunningſt picklock of the law hath work 
enough to enucleate the ſenſe and meaning 
2of them, Amongſt the Locr7ans whoſoe- 
2 ver propoſed a new law, had a rope abour 
his neck ro ſtrangle him, in caſe it was found 
unprofitable, and pleaſed nor the People. 
Bur rhis overwile, jutt, and learned age hath 


produced ſo many Lawmakers, Regula- 
: b 2 cours 
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tours, eres” 1 Reformiſts, &C. 
rar Lmay well ask hore as ONCE It Was up- 
on tlie ipreading <ncreale of the Engliſh Je- 
ſuire Seminartes :

For 
tough our laws gencra'ly arc good and 
jſt, ycr according ro Aricictles ra\e,leges ha- 
Lent ſe #t 117. erſal! a ad particularia. In partt- 
cuiar cates = circumſtances occurring atter 
they were made ( tor all things arc nor ſcen, 
primo intuity 200PY may bc, and arc ſome- 
elmes very defick nt, So that to correct 
therigour of a poſitive law ( which cannor | 
alwayes carry the fame Bias in cvcry green, | 
and from every hand } here the equity or 
Pewe of it, which conſiders of the time, 
place, pcrſon, and othcr comparatory cit- 
cumftances m ore fully, may be uſctull : fo 
as the L510 rule of equity be not made to 
bow and encline to the rouzh ſtone ;torrhen 
a5 that Prince of Philoſophers cOmPEpEs Tt] 
wet] , tt proves but a very leaden rule, Thus? 
then upon juſt grounds, as Plato rejls us, ins 
all Commonwealths there oughrto be ſome 
changes, 7.e. by repealing old and enacting 
rew lawes. Bur then with this Proviſo ; 
the Stateſmen mult bchave themſelves like! 
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$kilfull Muficians, Qu: artem Muſices non mu- 
tant, ſed Muſices modum. They may alter the 
runing With as little noiſe as may be, and 
that by lictle and little coo, bur not leave - 
the conſort , or by cracking the firings in 
ſtretching rhem roo high, ſpoil the harmony. 
Itisa received Maxim 1a Politics, that all. 
Law and Government ſhould be firted to 
che humour and remper of the climate and 
People. Now in general we may obſerve, 
thar all the Northern People, and particu- 
larly the Britiſh, have ever been more jealous 
of their Kings, and lefle of rheir wives then 
thoſe of Frazce, Sparn, Italy, &c. fearcd in 
the more temperate clime Southward. But 
chis innate jealouſie ( which is the fierceſt, 
moſt ſecret, and rtheretore moft dangerous 
paſſion) being upon the leaft- occafion or 
none at all {ometimes provoked, doth but 
miniſter tuel, as in all conjugal ſuſpeRs, ro 
irs own flame, and conſequently ruine. The 
Britains theretore I ſay ( who of all People 
pry into thcir Kiags ations with the moſt 
jealous cyes of diſtruſt ) have by degrees fo 
lured Monarchy from the pearch, fo framed, 
modelled, and mixt their Government, that 
i: may now * ſeem to pertake of all three,z.e. 


* And out ſrem. for veelly it is mot fo, corſult Sr, R. Fe, 
d:{cour;ecaledibe Anaichy of 1 mixed-Monart y. Ot 
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Of Monarchy in one King : of Arifocracy 
in his Council of Przlats and Pcers, who 
were Called to debate and adviſe; and a 
little of Democracy,in the convention of the 
Comm.ns, though they were only ar firſt 
ſummond to conſent and yield obedience to 
ſuch raings as the great Council of the Land 
ſhould ordain. So that in this matrimonial 
union ( to which King James was pleaſed to 
compare it ) the King was and ſtill is the 
head, or hu-band, and therefore is and ought 
to be juſtly armed with the ſole Power, VV1ll 
and Authority. 

The gubcrnarive power being then allow- 
edin all ages and places, exceptin a few 
ſickly and diſtemperd German republicks, to 
be ſatelicſt veſted inone fingle perſon, both 
for ſpeed and ſecrecie : Beſides it having 
been the farſt, and ever ſince acconnred the 
beſt form; ſince the hatred of a State 
(which never pardons ) is more mortal then 
the- generous ſpleen of a Monarchy: It re- 
mains only to be provided, that the Laws 
and rulcs be alſo tew and good, by which 
this as well as any other form of Govern- 
ment whatſoever muſt neceffarily be upheld 
and maintained. Bur to preſerve this parti- 

cular 
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cular ſtruture, to which as moſt Univerſal 
and ſafe, all prudent men moft adhere, I 
ſhall uſe this method as moſt proper : Firtt 
ſcarch out the wounds that Monarchy hath. 
and may receive from home, and then ap- 
ply rhe balſom. The pcrſons that ſtrike at 
the root of Monarchy arc principally theſe. 

I. Crtmizals, who to avoid the punith- 
ment of ſome crimes by them already com- 
micted, commur greatcr in ſtirring up others 
ro Participate of their offences, that by a 
Community of errour it might lcem juſt;- 
hed. 

2ly. Ind:;ent Perſoxs, who having ſpent 
their own patrimonics riotouſlly, live by 
rapine only, and take any occalion todiſturb 
that Government they know muſt corrc& 
them. Theſc love to trouble the waters that 
they may beſt hſhin them. 

2ly. Amlitious Men, whom a defire of 
graſping power in your own hands doth ex- 
cite to debaſe and deveft him that hath grea- 
ter. For the bare defire of riches, I am per- 
{waded, was never the only morive to ſediti- 
on : the covetous perſon being moſt neu- 
tral, and ever found to be moſt averſe from, 
and fcarful of all turbulencics and infurreQi- 
05, 
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aly: Luxurious and halt witted-perſons, 
(1 may well joya chem) Fruges conſumere 
zati, Wii having lived leng plentifully and 
ſenſually , torcice nor rhe miſcries of a civil 
war, nor diiccrn the ſpecious baits of the 
cunning {ubvcrrers of Religion and Govern- 
ment. For ſuch under the glorious preten- 
ces of retorming religion, reſtoring liberty, 
and the like 3 engage theſe caſe Perſons in- 
to their deſperate deſigns. 
5ly. Paſſionate Men: Such as by a private 
impulſe of reveng, like that of Ravelliac 
that ſtabb'd Henry the great, at one blow 
ſtrike at the head androort of Government. 
61y. Schiſ»:atical Mex or Hypocrites, who 
under the vizar of Religion, ſound the trum- 
pct of Rebellion moſt. And this hath been 
done by rhe Ecclefiatic Boanerges, chicfly 
out of your Pulpirs, the Schiſmarical Non- 
Contormiſts , who inſtead of preaching 
the Gotpell of peace have fomented diviſt- 
ons, both in Church and State. But to omit 
orher cauſes of Sedition, It is the chicteſt 
mark of prudence for a Monarch to ſteer 
by, to oblcerve by what ſober rules of arr, 
nd cunning he may, if not prevent, yet ar 
leaſt ſuſpend ſuch dire effefts and faral Ca- 


taltrophies. 
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To cure the firſt ſort: The laws muſt be 
good, few, ecafie, and thoſe duely executed 
without parriality. | 

To heal the ſecond ; Trade and Manu- 
factures muſt be encouraged according to 
the example of ' the Mafillans, 
Yale. who admitted no Perſon in- 
to their City that had nor ſome trade to 
live by, and deſerving perſons enely well re- 
warded. Thus plenty ſhall be introduced, 
and povcrry{whichdorthonly teachand make 
Men do unworthy actions ) ſhall be fhut our 
a doors. | - 

To cure the third rank 3 honours, prefer- 
ments, and riches muſt be well and equally 
dbeltowed, that a few great perſons be nor 
roo potent, and conſequently elated ; nor 
the minor Noblcſs roo {cantly recompenſed 
and countenanced, and conſequently made 
apt to repinc and murmur. 

The Luxurious or Luxuriant branches,like 
ſuckers which ſpoil the grouth of trees, may 
beſt be pared off by decrying or ſevere in- 
hibiting all ſuperfluons expences, cither in 
dier,dicinz,Brorhelling,or apparel.But with- 
out Helebore how rocure the mad, deboſh, 
half witted perſons,they being ſo numerous, 
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I know not, unleſs a law were made that 
moreof it ſhould be planted in each Phyfic 
Garden. Yer it is to be hoped thar time and 
experience (it rhe wiſer Men cannot by prx- 


ceptand example ) mult only reduce fuch 


men to a right underitanding, 

I ſhould now diſcover how a Prince ſhould 
avoid the darts of reveng and malice. But 
againſt ſach rancour and {lie poiſon I know 
no ſuch Antidote, no ſuch ouard, a5 his own 
Virtueand Innocence. 

1 thould 1n the laſt place diſcover the way 
how to avoid the wounds of thoſe that ſhoot 
your arrows publickly in your pulpitsz and 
that 1 15, clcher to turne the car, or At the 
firſt glimps of them, before they draw the 
arrow too far WW ſuppreſs them, 7. e. not 
only nor preferr or encouraze them, bur {c- 
verely puniſh them. 

Bur leave the ſubrerrancan Miners, fup- 
Poling tne ground-work Henarchiall Gouern- 
ment { as thus laid ) the moſt pcrie& and ſu- 
reſt foundation ro build on; and by rhcle 
artifices and. Counterminings to be kept 
moſt fately irom being undermined and 11- 
in'd. Mypreſent defion i 1s to Point out fuch 
wholcſome laws as may make that TOVCT1- 


ment moſt happy and forithing.

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( For here are no new ones introduced, 
ſach 1 mean as were never heard of or uſed 
any where : This bcing a colle&ion or re- 
viving of many wholclom edidts and cuſtoms 
formerly uſcd or {till in being , at leaſt moſt 
of them in ſome places ot other of the world, 
and chougbr moſt convenient joyntly to up- 
hold this or any other Monarchical Iſland go- 
vernment.) 

How farr this endcavour 1s attempred 
the cnſning diſcourſc made paralel to the 
Lord Bacons fition ( who being a wile man 
of great law and learning alſo, propoſed 
and framed his Atlaztis under a Monarchical 
government ) will make manitcſt, And 
though that Monarch of Wit and Judgment 
would not be che Legiſlaicur 3 yer he hath 
given ſuch laws in learning and all natural! 
Piloſophy, and ſuch Eſares of policy, that 
ſuccecding agcs wil catily ſubmit ' ro his 0- 
verruling Empire, 

Thus much therefore isfſaid to fatishe the 
Reader only, leaſt p/1ma facre he ſhould ful- 
pc& that the following frame of a Common- 
vwcalth ſhould be ſquarcd according to the 
Lacedemonian Copy , or thoſe Agrarian 
laws in Rome, or ſhould {mel of Platees 
community, revixed by King #topus, or any 
later Republican. The 
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The Imitatour of that eminent Perſon 
would in the next place fatisfic the moderate 
Reader, that he could nor delert his method 
and de{izn : Which was doubtleſs ro have 
framed & moulded ſuch a ſcheme of Lawes 
as was moſt conſonant to ſuch a happy 440- 
narchical anvernment as he lived in, and dicd 
under. Bur he may look on ir as calculated 
forthe Mcridian of Bezſalem only ; and as 
but a mecr Fiton,aiery ſpeculation, or Go!lC- 
en dream: For ſuch golden things in this 
Iron age we may rather with then hope to 
{cc whollycffcCed. 

A lirtle he ſhould now add to cxculc this 
his preſumption: for he ts not 1gnorant whar 
cenlure they incur who ſtrive to 1mir2te rhe 

molt eminent. Yet the more nobic the 
defign is, the greater is the glory, he thinks, 
in effetin® i it; atleaſt inthe failler the We 
is the diſcredit. So Phartons boldneſe was 
nor cbeckt without tts juſt Elogic---1a7zis 
tamen excidit aufis. 

Tis contefled by him fince his wandring 
ſpeculations led him + the New Atlamis 
upon the vetw of fo glorious a vatform |:c

was encourazed ro inlarg it, and T0 add 
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one cabir more to that rare model! of per- 
icon, wich that Princly archicct left un- 
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fi. iſhed, and would berter have perfe&ed. 

As in this bold ſupcrftrufture be cannor 
railchis worth one ſtory higher 3 fo he hopes 
he ſhall nor detract from 1 ir, or leſſon ir in 
rhe Copie, they being everallowed to come 
jnorc os their Originals. All his aime is to 
imicare him whom he cannot idc nrically 
parallel : it being honour enough to carry a 
Torch bchind fo grear A lighr ; : thar when 
blown our by the envious blaſt of malice, it 
maybe rc-inlightned ar bis facred flames, 
which never can be extinct. :

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THE ARGUMENT 
OF THE 


NEW ATLANTIS 
AS it was begun by the 


LORD BACON. 


His Fable of the New Atlantis deviſed 

l by that Atlas in Learning the Lord 
Bacen : Firſt tells us of a Ship, which 

ſailing from Pers for China by the South-lea, 
became wind-bound, and conſequently (their 
ſtore of vifuals being ſpent) ready to familh. 
Bur the nexc dayes dawning did diſcover the 
Light of Gods infinite. mercy, ſhewing them 
an I{land into whoſe fair haven they afſayed ts 
euter : Approaching near it, they were at firſt 
warned off by an Othcer for fear of Infe&ion; 
though afrerwards received with all humanity. 
For another perſon of place and quality, who 
examined them firſt if they were Chriſtians ? 
( to which they anſwered afhrmatively ) of- 
fered them this oath, that if they ra» (wear 
That they were no Pyrats, nor had ſhed blood 
lawfully or unlawfully within fourty days paſt they 
might have licence to land : to which they all 
readily proteſting, were condued thereupon 
to the Scrangers Houſe; where they found all 
accom- 
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accommodations neceſſary for their ſound as 
well as their lick, who by their Afiftance were 
there ſoon recovered. Three dayes being paſt, 
rhe Governour of that Houſe being a Chriſti- 
an Prieſt by funCtion,offers his ſervice to them 
and tells them, that whereas before they had 
but ſhort leave of ſtay granted,now the State 
had given them licence to refide on ] and fix 
weeks. This curteous offer they embrace with 
all imaginable joy and thanks. 

It tels us, how the next day at a ſecond vilit 
the Governour informs them of the quality, 
nature, and cuſtom of that Tſland of Benſalem. 
How it was firſt made Chrittian, and preſer- 
ved ( as the old World was from the deluge )) 
by an Arke, through the Apoſtolical and Mi- 
raculous Evangeliſm of St. Bartholomew. 

The next dayes conference relates, how that 
though they lived remote and unknown to all 
other Nations, yer they had the knowledg of 
the Languages, Books and affairs of thoſe that 
lie ac farchelt diſtance. How the great At- 
laxtis ( which we call America )) abounded 
once in tall Ships. How the People of Peru 
through the South Sea and thole of Mexico 
through the Atlantic to the Mediterrane Sea 
did both in ten years ſpace make too great 
expeditions upon Bexſa/e:, but by the valour 
of one AltahinKing thereof, a wite and great 
Warrier ( who cur off their Land forces from 
their Ships, and entoiled both their Navies 
and Camps wich greater force by Sea and 
Land ) were repulſed and dl aiffed by him 


when they were at his mercy. How 
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How within one hundred years after divine 
revenge overtook the proud enterpriſes of che 
| Inhabitancs of the grear Atlantis, who were b 

a particular deluge loſt and utterly 7 yaa 
ſome few wild Ithabirants of the wood only e- 
ſcaped,which is cauſe of the thin population of 
#merica, and of their rudeneſs and ignorance, 
;Shey being a people younger then the reſt of 
the World by a thoufand years. How by this _.. 
mecarneſs their traffick was loſt with the Ame- +% 
*Ticans, with whom formerly in regard of their 7 
+ means, they had moſt commerle, How that 

Navigation decaying every where in reſpe& 

of Wars and revolution of times, entercourſe 
| froqzotter Nations alſo by ſailing to them 
hail long fince ceaſed. How notwithſtanding 
this, there reigned in this Iſland about 1900. 
Years ago, a King whoſe name was Solomona, 
whoſe large heart was wholly bent to make 
this Kingdom and People happy, and there- 
fore is eſteemed the Lawgiver £4 the Nation. 
How that he ſeeing the fertility of the ſoil, 
and how plencifully ic mightfubliſt of ics ſelf, 
amonglt other his Fundamental Laws, ordain- 
ed the Tnterdifs anth Probibitions touching 
entrance of Strangers, which at that time 
( though it was after the calamity of Ameri- 
ca ) was frequent, doubcing Novelties and 
commixture of manners. How he yer ftill 
preſerved Humanity in all points, in provi- 
ding for the relief of all diſtreſſed Strangers. 
Row that King defirous to joyn humanity and 
policy together, and thinking it againſt Hu- 
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manity to detain ſtrangers there againſt their 
wills, and againſt policy that they ſhoald re- 
turn and diſcover their knowledg of that E- 
ſtate , took this-courſe, Urdaining, that of the 
Strangers that ſhould be pernntted to land as 
many ( at all times) mought depart as 
would. Bur as many as would ftay, ſhould 
have very good Condittons and Means to live 
{rom the State. 

How the ſame King ere&ed and inſtituted 
the order or ſoctety, called S9/omons houſe ; 
the nobleſt Foundation that ever was upon 
the Earth ; and the Lanthorn of that King- 
dom : Ir being dedicated to the ſtudy of the 
works and Creatures of God, and ſometimes 
enticuled The Colledge of the fix dayes works. 

How that though the King bad interdied 
Navigation to all htz People into any part 
our of his own Dominions, yet he made this 
Ordinance : That every twelve years in two 
Ships appointed co ſeveral Voyages, in either 
of them their ſhould be a mifſion of three of 
the Fellows or Brethren of Solomons Houſe, 
whoſe errand was only to give them knowledg 
of the affairs and State of thole Countries to 
which they were deſigned. And eſpecially of 
the Sciences, Arts, ManufaCtures, and Inven- 
tions of the World 3 And withall to bring un- 
to them Books, Inffiruments, and Patterns in e- 
very kind : Thar che ſhips after they had lan- 
ded the Brethren ſhould return ; and that the 
Brethren ſhould ffay abroad till che new miſ- 


fion, with many circumſtances of che pradtic, 
in 
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in their places of their Rendezous and paſ- 
fing undiſcovered in forein parts. 

It farther exhibits the moſt naturall, pious, 
and reverend Cuſtom there uſed. of the Feaſt 
of the Family. It being granted tothe Tirſax 
or Father of the Family that ſhall ſee thirty 
perſons deſcended from his body alive toge- 
ther, and all above three years old, co make 
this feaſt, which is done at the charge of rhe 
State with many decent Ceremonies. Ir 
farther relates how one of the ſtrangers com- 
pany fell acquainted with one Foabin a Jew 
and Merchant of that City. How they have 
ſome ſtirps of Jews,who contrary toal! o hers, 
giveunto our Saviour many high arttribures, 
calling him the Milkie way, the Eliah of the 
Meſſiah, and love the Nation of Benſalem ex- 
treamly, For example how this man though 
circuriciſed would acknowledg how Chri/t was 
born of a Virgin, and was more then a Man, 
and would cet| how God made him Ruler of 
the Seraphims which guard his throne, &c. 

[c farther tells us __— Remarks upon 
Marriage and their cuſtomes, all very rare 
and excellent, Alſo how one of the Fathers 
of Solomons houſe was entertained in that 
City in State, How the ſame Father taking 
notice of the ſtrangers being there, and ſend- 
ing foabin toinform them of his intentions, 
admits them to his preſence. And how ata 
private Conference with one of rhe ſtrangers 
te choſe to unboſome himſelf, and ſpake to 
h.m as followeth in the Spaniſh congue, 
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Goa bleſs thee my Son. I give thee the greateſt 
Fewel I have. For I will impart unto thee, for 
the love of God and Men, a relation of the true 
State of Solomons Houſe. I will keep this Order. 
Firft I will ſet forth unto you the end of our 
Foundation. Secondly the preparations, and In- 
Fruments we have for our works. Thirdly the ſe- 
verall! Imployments and FnnTions whereto our 
Fellows are aſſigned. And Fourthly the Ordi- 
#ances aud Kites which we obſerve. 

Having thus at large ( and therefore not 
here to be repeated ) exemplified co him each 


of theſe particulars, with the true manner of 


their preparations and inſtruments, declaring 
unto him their ſeveral Experiments, Artificial 
Inventions and deſigns for farther diſcoveries, 
and making thorough lights in Nature. He 
laying his right hand on his head bleſſed him, 
ſaying God bleſs thee my Son, and God bleſs this 
relation which I have made. I give thee leave to 
publiſh it, for the good of other Nations. For we 
here are in Gods boſom a Land unknown. And 
ſo he left him, having aTigned a value of abour 
two thouſand duckats for a bounty to him 
and his fellows. For as it concludes, they 
give great largeſſes where they come upon all 
all occahons. 


Thus far the Lord Bacon. 
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Bliged thus by ſo many extraordi- 
nary favours, or rather oppreſt 
with the weight ofthem;We thoughr 
we could not diſcharge our duty of 

gratitude betrer, then by a civil return of 
thanks, accompanying them with a fair pre- 
ſent of the choyceſt things our Ship afforded. 
This reſolved on, the next morning we ap- 
pointed twelve perſons to . carry the ſame 
fraught, wich ſome of the richeſt wares and 
rarities we bad, ( each of them being well 
laden ) and ordered one principal Spokesman 
wich two other attendants to condu@& them, 
and with all our humble and hearty chanks, 
to preſent it to the Father of So/omoxs houſe, 
When they came with it to. his Pallace, 
(which was about two Karans and a half off 
| B 4 113 
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in the next City, and built much after the 
faſhion of that famous Eſcurial in Spain,though 
much more ſpatious and beautiful) they 
found eaſie entrance. For there che Nobles 
need no Porters, none prefuming to vilit ſuch 
places without urgent buſineſs there depend- 
ding. Here being entred into the Anticamers 
or great Hall in the ſecond Court, they caſed 
themſelves of their burthens, whilſt che Pro- 
lecntor enquired of ſome Young Officers there 
ſitting, for the Diſpexſeren of che houſe, whom 
immediately appearing, he acquainted with 
his meſſage, which was the tendure of char 
ſmall preſent,which with the general thanks of . 
all the obliged Strangers they humbly beſeech 
that ſamie Father,*ho the day before had been 
ſo bountiful ro them, to accept. To which 
the Diſpenſerex (milingly replyed : Sirs, you 
are all welcome ; but I can receive no gifts, 
nor any will he. YetT ſhall acquaint him wich 
the occaſion of your coming, and fo ſtraight-= 
- way informed the ſame Father ( who was bu- 
fie in his ſtudje )that ſome of the Strangers 
were below attending his pleature. All buft- 
neſs ſet apart, immediatly he came to them , 
where after the Prolocutor had' made a grate- 
ful acknowledgment of all his fingular favours 
conferred on them, he dil humbly beleech. 
him in the name of all the reſt ro accept of 
-that ſmall preſent, which as a teſtimony of 
their gratitude and pledge of their fucure ſer- 
vices and ready afteQions they had made bold 


to ſend him. IF hat! pour water into the Sea 
| to 
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( aid he ) You have not that rarity which we 
have not 1n great abundance. Carry all back 
again ( ſaid he to as many of his own 
Officers)willing them to return all again with 
the ſame hearty thanks, as if he had accepted 
thereof, ſafely to the Stangers. And after 
a little reaſoning with the Prolocutor why they 
ſhould pur themſelves to that unneceſſary 
charge and trouble, ſaying, that what he 
had done was bur the diſpenſing of publick 
charity for Chrifts ſake, who was only tore- 
ward ic,he bid his Diſpenſeren give each of the 
bearers twenty Duckats apiece in new gold, in 
'oreen (ilken network purſes, ( for he would 
not let chem return empty ) himſelf giving 
the Prolocutor and his ewo Attendants golden 
chains of 200 crowns apiece in value : and at 
laſt with much civility and thanks to them all, 
as much as if he had received their preſcnr,he 
courteouſly d:\unſſed them. 

In this Ocean of plenty thus did we fail on 
firme Land, as ifall the gold of Peru ( whence 
we {o lately ſailed had been tranſplanted in- 
to this Palefine, Amidſt this abundance of all 
accommodations fit for the uſe of man,though 
we were fally (atisfyed; yer we were as much 
unſatisfyed in point of kindneſſes, which we 
knew not in the leaſt meaſure how to retalliate 
or (if any from us might have been accepted ) 
ſuch as would equal thoſe immenſe favours, ſa 
unexpectedly conferr'd on Pilgrims in that our 
Janguiſhing condition. Thus not being aſhame+ 
ed, but rather confounded at the infinite mer- 
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cy of God in caſting us into this Canaan;we ſat 
down *twixt admiration and joy, and bleſſed 
him the giver of all good things, conceiv- 
ing our ſelves no more ſojourners now, but 
really the adopted Sons and Citizens of Bex- 
ſalem; and as 1t were in Heaven it ſelf; where 
no other Sacrifices were to be offered or ac- 
cep ted now betides praiſe and thanksgiving, 
As we were thus in contemplation of the di- 
vine providence, in comes an Alguazillan or 
Serjcant artended with other Officers, who 
had newly apprehended a man that had taken 
up a purte with gold in it, who having been 
diſcovered in the aGt of taking and purting it 
up, and thereupon preſently charged with ir 
faintly denyed it; bur upon ſearch it was 
found about him, and ſuſpeQed to belong ro 
ſome of the Strangers, ſome of them having 
paſſed that way but juſt before. Therefore 
6 civilly told us, leaſt we might be aftrighted 
or diſturbed at their coming, that he came to 
inform us onely how that wicked fellow, thus 
brought thither, had offended Juſtice in con- 
cealing and dereyning a purſe of gold, which 
they conceived did of right belong to ſome of 
our Company. Thereupon he requeſted us 
ro cxamine vur ſelves if any ſuch thing. were 
mifling, promiſing if we could juſtly challenge 
it, to reſtore it faithfully, Upon privace 
ſearch we found indeed char one of che bea- 
rers having accidentally dropped it, miſſed his 
purſe, bur were very loath ro charge che ap- 
prehended party withit in regard of the ſeve- 
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rity of punifhment, which we underſtood by 
Foabin the Merchant Jew, was doubly infli&t- 
ed on all ſuch as any ways offended the Stran- 
gers. Wetherefore reſolved rather charica- 
bly to diſſemble the loſs, ſaying, we miſs no 
ſuch thing, nor could we charge that nor any 
other perſon with any ſuch fellonious de- 
tention. The Alcaldorem or Judge being in 
the interim ſent for and come ( for there 
juſtice is ſpeedily execuged, as ſoon as the 
guilty is found convict and ſentenced ) he 
proceeded likewiſe upon their informations 
ro make a farther and more ſtrift inquiry. 
A reverend old man he was and diſcreet , 
and as gravely attired, His gown was of 
fine purple cloath, of ſomewhat wide fleeves, 
turned up with white Satren, having a Tipper 
of ſcarlet ſarcinet round his neck and down 
tothe ground before. On his head he wore 
a black and white linnen equally enterwo- 
ven, and much afrer the fathion on the top 
ofa Miter, having on each tide thereof a red 
Croſs, his hoary hairs appearing in curles 
ſomewhat long underneath it. The Alcald- 
rem notwithſtanding our partial and modeſt 
diſſembling of che matter upon ſome jealou- 
fie of his that che man was really guilty , 
and that we were inclined to favour the ac- 
cuſed party,delired to ſee ſome one of thoſe 
purſes { which he was it ſeems intormed the 
Father of Solomons houſe had that morning 
diſtribured amongſt ſome of us.) One of 
them we brought him, together with che 20 

Duckats 
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Duckats in ir juſt as it was given. Where- 
upon comparing them, though he found the 
purſes both alike, of the ſame faſhion, ſhape 
and conlour, and the Duckars in them of che 
ſame number, ſtamp, and newneſs, yet be- 
cauſe the party ſhould not ſuffer upon ſtrong 
preſuniption onely ( fince one thing might be 
like another ) he demanded of us how many 
of thoſe purſes were diſpenſed ro us ? Here 
we pauſed as not willing in truch to diſcover 
it to the poor mans prejudice, and withal nor 
well knowing how to deny that truth which 
we knew he could otherwiſe have ſearched 
out. We were therefore inforced ingeniouſly 
to Confelle that twelve of chem had been thus 
liberally berowed on ſome of us that very 
morning at the Fatbers Palace. Then let me 
deſire ( faid he )) each man of you to whom 
they were given to produce his own; for if 
you can ſhow twelve of the like falhion be- 
des this one 11 my hand, then may we be 
partly ſatisfyed that none of you are inju- 
red. For we are ſtritly bound by rhe 
Laws of Hoſpitality to protedt all Strangers 
from injury. At which Words we bowed in 
fubmiltſton; but herein we failed and could 
nor produce any more then Eleven, the bear- 
er whoſe ic was then conteiling,that in pulling 
forth his handchercheif by the vvay home- 
vvards he poſſibly might drop his, but vvould 
nor policively attim that vvas it, Whereup- 
on the Alcaldorem vvas not a lictle ſatisfyed ; 
and turning about tous, not a little blamed 
' rae 
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the uncharitable tenderneſs of our charity and 
Induigence, in not readily witneſſing againſt 
wicked Offendours. Burt becauſe in the ſere- 
nity of his milde looks and gentle reproof ap- 
peared no reall anger, I took the boldneſs 
wich all ſubmiſſive reſpe& to palliate the of- 
fence, and thus endeavoured to excuſe it, 
That we did hope. he would incerpret that 
their backwardneſs to accuſe, procceded not 
from any the leaſt intention to interrupt their 
courſe of Juſtice, ' but from a tender loathneſs 
to do the leaſt prejudice to any of that land 
of Charicy, where we had all received ſuch 
ſignal reftimonies of favour and civility, and 
ſuch as we were ever bound to acknowledge. 
To this the Alcaldorem mildly replyed, 4s you 


are Strangers, your overſight is to be overſeen,you 


not knowing the cuſtoms and laws of this Iſland : 
where all concealers are looked on as Acceſſories, 
and all injured perſons are bound to proſecute the 
ſuſpeied, and in no wayes to compound it. Take 
here every one his own purſe again,and keep it in 
Gods name. And if hereafter you miſs any thing, 
declare it and charge the party ſuſpeFed, imme- 
diately, for connivance makes theeves. At that 
ſaying the delinquent, ſeeing that purſe alſo 
redelivered by him to the right owner, con- 
feſſed his fa&t, and humbly craved mercy for 
offering ro detein it. Bur all in vain : He 
being forthwith adjudged co ſtand in the Pil- 
lory two howers right againſt the Srrangers 
houſe, and after he had asked the offended 


party forgivenels, and the Alcaldorem in of- 
tending 
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fending Juſtice,and all Chriſtian people whom 
' by his 11] example he had likewiſe offended, 
(according to their cultom )ro be from thence 
conveyed to the Corrigidorans houſe, there for 
three years to work for his living, and ever 
afrer to wear the Bell and Brazen collar. And 
though with much and earneſt ſolliciting of- 
cen reiterated we joyntly beſought the Alcal- 
dorem to remit theſe puniſhments,or at leaſt to 
mitigate the ſeverity of them, yet would not 
he by any entreaties be wcought upon to 
remit either,but gravely replyed, That without 
execution the law is but a dead letter, and that 
impunity makes offendours incorrigible, and en- 
courages others to offend alſc. 

This ſaid with a grave auftere countenance, 
the Alcaldorem fate him down, offer taking 
me by the right hand he had led me into an 
inner room behind the Judgment Hall be- 
longing to the Strangers Houſe, and willed 
me to fit down by him, rhe Court and Com- 


pany being all diſmiſſed. Ar which I bowed 


lowe. and kiſſed the verge of his Tipper ( as 
Foabin had inſtrufted me) and fate down by 
him. Now ( my 357 499 ſaid he )) fince 
I underſtand that the Father of So/omons houſe 
hach given you his bleſſing, I ſhall open my 
ſelf a little unto you alſo. And that you may 
not wonder at theſe proceedings, or conceive 
we uſe overmuch ſeverity, I ſhall ſatisfie you 
with the reaſon of this our Law, It is only 
thefr from Strangers. which we pumfh with 
death and the unjuſt detention of their goods 
(which 
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C which we conceive moſt inhumane) with 
this rigour as you ſee. Becauſe The Laws of 
Heſpitality we hold are te be preſerved, aud kept 
inviolably. And though our [ aws are writ in 
bloud, yet are they compoſed of mercy and 
Clemency. Theft among the Natives here is 
bur ſlightly puniſhed, the Thief being ad- 
judged to be an A4amiff to that Man he hath 
robbed and injured till by his ſervice he hath 
made him double ſatisfaFion; it being indeed 
here bur ſeldome commicted. Though we 
know in your Enropean Countries, the breach 
of that Commandement is too frequent, and 
without any diſtin&ion of the injured perſons 
ſeverely puniſhed. Here is no want amongſt 
us, therefore when it is perpetrated, we eſteem 
the dammage lefs, as the at is leſs malicious. 
For Laws ſhould be firred to the temper and 
Genius of the climate; cach Nation labouring 
wich his peculiar nationall vices, very ſuitable 
therefore was that Law made to the inbred 
diſpoſition of the Engliſh which there compels 
not criminals as in other Nations, to confeſs 
by tortures. And the reaſon is, becauſe that 
reſolute People of that Iſland fear death fo 
lictle, for ſhould the rorments of the civill 
Law be offered there toan innocent perſon 
he will by an obftinate ſilence yield himſelt 
owilty, or confeſs himſelf ſo in madneſs, and 
rather ſuffer preſent death, then the lingring 
pains which he counts as ſo many iterated 
deaths. Yet though this fin abound moſt a- 
mongſt you, & particularly in Britain, we con. 
ceive 
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ceive you are there too ſevere rather in the 
grievous and capital puniſhment of Petit/arce- 
4ies,where death 15 ſo deſpiſed that the dread 
and frequent examples ſeldom terrify. For ex- 
ample; you ſuffer great Men in office, firſt to 
rob, ſpoil, and oppreſs the Common People, 
and when ſuch depr:edatours have made them 
poor, and tn want, if they ſteal but a ſheep or 
the like ( which they are often neceſſitated to 
do to ſave themſelves from {tarving) then 
you cither hang themns,if the theft be above 
ſuch a value, or in ſome places ſend them ro 
the mines or Gallies to enflave them more, 


and where through extream want and con: . 


verſe with one another, they learn more ro- 


ouery. Perhaps you baniſh them, and therein 


you puniſh not them bur Strangers, every 
Nart:on to a Felon being his native Country, 


where he can with moſt advantage and leaft 4 


ſuſpicion ceaſe fipon his prey, And thus in- 


ſtead of tying up his hands you give his feet - 


liberty,ſending him our with Letters of cre- 
dence, asit were with a paſs to ſteal afreſh; 
or with Alexanders general Commiſſion un- 
neighbourly torob the world. VVe on the 
contrary where the offences are not capuall, 
are niuch more mild to our felves and leſs 
injurious to others : cauling only a collar of 
braſs to be clapt cloſe and well rivered that it 
cannot be filed ealtly, about the oftendours 
neck therein inſerting in Samiax letters the 
quality and cime of the offence committed, 
hanging alloa little ſilver bell rot ; that all 

lioneſt 
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honeſt people may take notice where ſuch miſ- 
creants come, and have warning of them. Now 
if any of theſe collared miſcreants file off 
their Neck-laces with intention to eſcape ( for 
the attempt here is as much as if the fa& were 
done _) not only he, but the Smth that files 
it off is condemned to perpetual fervitude. 
Theſe condemned perſons are every Market- 
day brought forth inco the Market-place,there 
to be hired for ſmall wages by the Husband- 
men _.to dig and delve till! the next, and are 
ever after called 44amiſts. This manner of 
puniſhment we conceive betrer then the Athe- 
ian Oltraciſm,or your Exile( none being per- 
mitted to go forth of this I{land bur a few eve- 
ry twelve years for the trafhc of learning and 
knowledg ) and more profitable then Death, 
becauſe in cime ſuch rotten members may be- 
come ſound, and be good Subje&s again ; and 
more I1znominions then branding of their 
foreheads, hands, or ſhoulders; which marks, 
being bur skin-deep, in a very ſhort time wear 
out with the diſgrace, 

Here he made a ſtop, ſuppoling me ready to 
ofter ſome reply, or ſtart forme new queſtion 3 
bur my ears were ſo chained ro his lips, that 
although 1 was very deſtrous ro hear him di- 
{courſe farther of the rare policie of cheir 
Laws and Government; yet tranſported with 
wonder, and abathed with modeſty, 1 could 
only anſwer with filence and admiration. 
Pez cerving my filence, or rather wonder- 
ltrucken backwazducfle ro offer any renewing 
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diſcourſe, My Friend,faid he:)I have obſerved 


your great diligence in attention hitherto : 
therefore 1t you have any delire to know more 
of our Laws and cuſtoms (as all T ravellers are 
thus delighted) ic lyes on your part to offer 
the queſticn ; and 1 ſhall:endeavour to ſatisfe 
you ſo far as I may with ſafety to our State, 
For the Arcana Tmperii we dare not divulge ; 
not for fear of Invation (we beins a people un- 
known in this abyile of Waters )bur becauſe it 
15a thing exprefſely prohibiced by the firſt 
Founder of our Laws. Encouraged with this 
friendly invitation, as well as the occation 
thus ro my delires hinted, I did thereupon at- 
{ume the boldnefle to ask him, Whither their 
firſt So/omona was the only wiſe Founder of all 
their excellent Laws? To which Qu1zree, as 
well pleaſed chat 1 ſhould move it in his own 
ſphear , he readily proceeded. ( My good 
Friend, ſaid he ) Since youſenquire into our 
Laws moſt properly of me, who have been all 
my life verſed in the ſtudy and adminiſtration 
of them, I thall let you firſt underſtand, That 
our Laws ( which are digeſted into ten ſmall 
Codes , in relation to Moſes*'s ten Commande- 
ments,and from whence Fultin1a#'s have been 
partly fince compiled ) are the moſt juſt and 
perfeCt in the world. They be not many, bur 
thoſe eaſy, plain, and all writ in our native 
Language, and were firſt framed by thar fame 
prudent So/omona, the firſt Law-g1ver of this 
Hland ; but have been ſince reviſed and re- 
hned by that renowned Solomons — his 
Ou!'- 
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fourteenth Succeſſour, who mixt them wirlt 
the enterweaving ſome few others fince Chrj- 
7ianity was here firſt planted, extralting the 
beſt of all other Nations with a peculiar allay 
of mercy and policie, and more adapted to 
the ingenuous humour of this Climate and 
people, For we ftill ade, expunge, alter, or 
repeal, as we ſee juſt and fitting reaſon. And 
to this purpoſe, we have a-grand Seminary of 
Students in the Law,ere&ed by the {ame Roy- 
al Founder, and fince more largely endowed. 
Herein are one hundred Precuratorans, Or Bre- 
threx of the Seminary, who, as ſoon as gradns 
ated, ten of them are elefted by the Alcaldo- 
rems, and ſent forth by thoſe twoſhips which 
the Fathers of Solomons Houſe embarque their 
Emiffaries in. Theſe,as the reft for the trathc 
of Learning, are ſent into all Kingdoms and 
Commonwealths, to diſcover what, Laws Sta- 
tutes, Ordinances, Cuſtoms, Edifts are there in 
force,and upon what reaſons of State eſtabliſh- 
ed, or laid aſide, Upon their return (which is 
at the period of every twelve years) we have 
half as many A/ca/dorems, twelve of the moſt 
Judicious of them reſiding in che ſame Semi- 
nary conſtantly, and one our of every Pro- 
vince, whoſe buſineſs is chiefly, upon the Col- 
lecrion of all their ſeveral obſervations, to 
make choice amongſt theny, which Laws or 
Cuſtoms may be moſt proper to the temper of 
this our Wland of Benſalem. If we finde any 
fit to be introduced (which we ſeldom do, our 
own being already ſo exaft } we prefent chem 
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to the King then being, who if he ſee cauſe 
Enters it himſelf into the Codes with the 
Þloud of a Lamb or Kid newly killed, and fo it 
1s immediately pronulgated and obſerved as 
a Fundamental Law This we think a quicker 
way then by aſſembling the heads of the peo- 
ples Ele&ion, ſince theſe many times, when 
convened, are either: faftious or dilatory 3 
eſpecially when the ſober people conceive 
they are bound to conſent and ſubniir to what 
the King and wiſe A!ca/dorems think is fit and 
juſt ro impoſe. Hereat I riſing np humbly 
craved leave to beg but one queſtion of him : 
which, was, How So/omona could govern his 
people withour a general Convention of his 
Przlates, Nobles, and heads of his people, 
ſince by their afſiftance and means in all other 
Chriſtian Countries, not only Laws are pro- 
poſed, bur Subſidies raiſed, and the publick 
grievances preſented and redrefſed. To this 
he readily anſwered. You may indeed a little 
wonder, ſince Cuſtom wich you is another 
Law. But when you underftand the natural 
temper of this gentle people, with the grounds 
and reaſons of their tacit ſubmiſſions, you will 
believe they a& wiſely; and may perhaps 
wonder why all other Nations move nor ſo 
readily in their ſphear of implicit faith and 
and obedience. The people of Benſalem have 
:t asa received Maxim among them, That 
their Solomona neither can or will do them any 
1njury,they being the members of that body where- 
of he is the head. Thus confirmed they leave the 

manage 
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manage of all public affairs to him and his 
wiſe Council, wholly ſubmitting cheir lives 
and fortunes, Whilſt chey follow their privat® 
vocations quietly, to his prote@&:on. This their 
modeſt reſulr is —— on this reaſon, The 
Pilot thar fits at the helm, they argue, can 
beſt ſteer the ſhip, eſpecially when the reſt of 
the Mariners in their ftations are carcfully 
attending their particular duties: Ir being 
againlt rhe intereſt of a Prince,as of a Pilor, 
not to preſerve his own people, Therefore 
they conclude : T hat the public utility, peace 
and ſecurity( which is the end all Legiflatours 
aim at, and wherein their own is ſo neceſſarily 
included)are rhe chief impullives to move him 
with the adviſe of his Council to eftabliſh 
wholſome Lawes: in the due execution where- 
of ( he being tied up to the ſame Rules and 
forms he preſcribes others ) Juſtice is pre- 
ſerved, and conſequently the welfare both of 
Prince and people, The truth is , in ſome 
Kingdoms,as France, England,&c. and where 
the people are more difhdent, jealous and ſtub- 
boru, the Kings have been neceflitated co call 
their Sabje&s rogerher, and that but of late 
years neither, to crave their aſliſtance; elſe 
they could have raiſed no moneys. And yet 
in the firſt, by reaſon of the Frequent Rebel- 
lions, partly animated and fomented by thoſe 
popular meetings, Parliaments of late have 
been looked on as fatal, and almoſt ſleighred : 
and in the latter it is doubted they will noc 
long continue, at leaſt in that authentic power 
£ 3 an d 
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and prztended priviledg which they have ar- 
rogantly aſſumed, if not too magiſterioully 
uſurped. Bur to come to particulars, and 
our particular form of Government ( which 
I know you long more fully to be informed 
off, and is richly worth your ſerious obſer- 
vation. ) At which I bowed to him with. a 
plealing aflenting countenance, intimating 
my earneſt detires thereto,and readineſs of at- 
tention. He proceeded, ſaying : I ſhall in 
briet (my Friend) delineate the plaiforme 
thereof, and then ſhew you the elegan: (uper- 
firuQures, with thoſe wholſome Conftituti- 
ons and general rules of Policy by and upon 
which firm Balis all is raiſed and unanimouſly 
upheld, Firſt then, 


'F 7 E have a puiſſant Monarch,whoſe glori- 

/ ons Empire by a continued unincerrup- 

ted ſucceſſion hath lineally deſcended ro him 
from the firſt renowned Solomenes; moſt of 
thai Lineage, or, for want of ſve, the next 
of the blood having for theſe 1900. years wore 
this Imperial Diadem without diſpute or in- 
termifſion. For we conceive Moxarchy the 
neareſt to perfeCtion, that is, to God, the wiſe 
Governour of the Univerſe, and therefore 
beſt. Wherefore we proclaim him not ( as 
you Europeans out of Ceremony do ) he being 
the known heirto the Crown and immediate 
Succefſcur upon the death of his Pradeceſ- 
ſour. Only he 1s foon after Sacred with 
the holy Oyle in the principal Cathedral, and 


crowned 
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crowned by the chief Archiepiſcepar with 4 
{1lver Miter on his head, anda Crofiers ſtaff 
put by him into his' hand, befides the being 
inveſted with the purple robe of Majeſty, wich 
many other decent ceremonies peculiar to 
this our Ifland of Bexſalem only. For he is 
thus apparelled, both like a King and Biſhop, 
as being a mixt perſon, and in both funCtions 
alike {apreme. 


E have many degrees of Nobility,thofe 

of the blood Royal being enunently 
diſtinguiſhed by their great priviledges and 
immunities from the reſt. The inferiour No- 
bleſſe are advanced by the Supreme Authority 
for their extraordinary deſerts and not their 
demeſnes, yer not exceeding a ſet number, 
leaſt they ſhould divide into fations or eclipſe 
Regal Majeſty, Nor are theſe their honours 
alwayes hxreditary, becaule we eſteem thar 
Grandee or meaner perſon infamous that de- 
generates in virtue,or ſinks in his patrimony, 
Wherefore ſuch debauched perſons and rio- 
tous ſpend-chrifrs onely are degraded, as 
not worthy any more to be Patric:ans. 


\N/E have a ſolid kind of Heraldry, not 

made \{pecious with oftentative pyde 
coats and titular Archeivements, which in 
Enrope puzzel the tongue as well as memory 
to blazon, and any Fool may buy and wear 
for his money. Here in each province is a 
Regiſter to record the memorable As, extra-

ordinary qualities and worthy endowments 
of mind of the more eminent Patricians. Where 
for the Eſcutcheon of Pretence each noble per- 
ſon bears the Hieroglyphic of that vertue he 
is famous for. E.G, If eminent for Courage, 
the Lion: It for Innocence, the white Lamb: 
If for Chaſtity, a Turtle : If for Charity, the 
Sun in bis full glory: If for Temperance, a 
flender Virgin, girt, having a bridle in her 
mouth: If tor Juſtice, ſhe holds a Sword in the 
right,and a Scales in the lefr hand:If for Pru- 
dence,ſhe holds a Lamp: If for meek Simpli- 
city,a Dove in her right hand:If for a diſcern- 
ing Judgment, an Eagle: If for Humility,ſhe 
is 11 Sable, the head inclining and the knees 
bowing: If for Innocence,ſhe holds a Lilie: If 
for Glory or Vitory, a Garland of Baies: If 
for Wiſdom, ſhe holds a Salt : If he excels in 
Phyſic, an Urinal : If in Mufic, a Lute: If in 
Poetry,a Srcowle : If in Geometry,an Afrolabe: 
Ifin Arithmetic, a Table of Cyphers : If in 
Grammar,an Alphabetical Table : If in Mathe- 
matics, a Book: If in DialeCtica, ſhe holds a 
Serpent in cither hand: and lo of the reſt : the 
Pretence being ever paralel to his particular 
Excellency. And this is ſent him cut in braſs, 
and in colours, as he beſt phanlies for the 
Field; only the Hierog/yphic is alwayes pro- 
per. 


WWE have the like degrees of prxhemi- 


nence amongſt the Clergy. None arc 
admitted into Sacred Orders till thirty years 
ot 
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Of age; and then only ſuch asars well learn- 
©4,and for their good living alſo approved off 
firſt by the three Univerſities and his particu- 
lar Archiepiſcopan 3 leaſt the ignorance and 
frailties ofthe Prieſt ſhould draw the Fun- 
&ion into contempt. Wherefore our Noble 
Mens Sons are encouraged to learning and 
the Miniſtry by our ſeveral great Eccleſiafti- 
ca] preferments and dignities. To theſe they 
are never advanced by money, favour, or 
marriage, but by their eminent deſerts. And 
that they may not alienate their thoughts 
or divert them on worldly affairs, only rhe 
chiefeſt of them are permicted to entermedle 
in the civil power and publicly to adviſe 
when called thereto, or a& in Secular or 
State affairs, leaſt they ſhould negle& their 
ſpiritual. And for the ſame reaſon, though 
they are not forbid mariage, yet a fingle 
and chaſt life (in them eſpecially ) 1s approv- 
ed and recommended, they being by mar- 
riagerendred uncapable of the beſt prefer- 
ments. Theſe being the great faults of your 
European Ecclefialtics : who eirher marry 
not at all but live unchaſt; or too ſoon; ger 


a Wife, ſoon afcer a Living, increaſe in Chil- 


dren, which care of maintaining them diverts 


their Studies, ſpoiles Hoſpirality, and 


when they live leanly or leave them vnpro- 
vided for, renders them and their profellion 
contemptible.

WE have a loyal and peaceful Populacie, 
and no leſs vertuous, rich, wiſe, and 
valiant. Who being #mulous of honour 
and virtue , vie with each other in the f{ervice 
of the Stare. Nor are thele Plebejans exclu- 
ded from bearing either Office or wearing. 
Honours, when their mduſtry or merits juſtly 
challenge them. 


W- have a faithful, learned , judicious, 
and uncorrupt Magifracie, Commill:- 

oned at the age of thirty and not before, for 
their deierrs and not money, during the 
Monarchs pleaſure; chough he ſeldom di(- 
pldcerh any but for miſdemeanours,and bribe- 
ry particularly being ſo ſeverely ſentenced. 
For if any Alcaldorem FJufticier, or Officer 
Fudicial be ſulpe&ed guilty of receiving any 
bribe or reward either before or after the 
cauſe be tryed, ke is forthwith ſuſpended ab 
Officio, and after ( if he be found convid) 
both his eyes are put out, being thus made 
to reſembie Juſtice indeed, which 1s or ſhould 
be blind, and then @ Beneficis; for all his 
eoods are forfeited. Whilft he that gives 
che bribe hach his right hand bored tsrough 
with a hot Iron, and half his eſtare confiſcate 
to the Monurch,che other halt ro the Afrari- 
um Charitatis. The like Juſtice we have for 
all $imoniacal contrafts, be it for money, 
matrimony, or otherwiſe: where the Pa- 
zron, belides his other mul&, looſes hiz Do- 
nation 
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nation for ever, and the Corryptour is for e- 
ver diſabled from officiating in the Mini- 
ſtry. 


WE have no poor, no Beggars, or idle 


Vagrants : every I radſeman and Ar- 
tificer being obliged ro teach his children his 
own trade, beiides teaching them to read, 
to ſhoot flying , and to ſwim ; the laſt of 
which,befides the benehr of ſaving themſelves 
and cauſing good digeſtion, hardens them 
and inures them to ſtrong labours : to this 
purpoſe 


E have in each City too large Natato- 
ries, One for the Males and the other 
for the Females, abour eighr furlongs ſquare, 
and ſome three yards deep in the midſt, to 
which it declines by degrees deeper. Theſe 
are ſuppled with freſh rivers and delicate 
ſprings, and made more pleaſant with Swans, 
Avearies 1n little I{lands, artificiall fountains 
and variety of fiſh, then was rhat famous 
Natatory the Agrigentines made in honour of 
Gelon, In theſe we have twelve to przlide as 
Guides 1n their turnes to teach all Children 
the Arts of ſwimming, Theſe are called 
Moiſaicans from Moſes, the child ſo miracu- 
louſly perſerved by ſwimming. 


E have likewiſe an ArcnbaliFory in each 

City, to teach all Children the arc of 
ſhooting flying, with either gun , croſs-bow, 
Or 
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or long-bow ; which is the true cauſe ( ſaid 
he ) of all the great plenty amongſt us, eve- 
ry lad almoſt being able to kill in half a day as 


much as ſhall |aſt him a whole week. If any 


Mans child be ingenious, he is not forbid to 
learn any other trade, but at the age of ewenty 
he is to chuſe before the Providoran which he 
will ſtick to, and profeſs that only. Nay the 
Nobleſs and berrer ſort are not exempt from 
labour, but forthe public good are broughe 
up more or leſs to ſome manual trade , partly 
to enccurage others, and partiy to gain them» 
ſelves a ſubiiftence when they ſhould fall to 
decay. 


TE have every tenth child,or the moſt in- 
genious and capable amongſt them, 
choſen out tor learning and dedicate to the 
Church. And becauſe ſome through old age, 
, Hickneſs, infirmiry, weakneſs in body or mind, 
become decrepit and unable to learn ſuch 
manual trades whereby chey might live, and 
others by God's immediate hand through fire, 
lightning, Shipwrack, mayming, murrein of 
Cattell, death of Parents, or by divers the 
like caſualties be undone and left helpleſs , 
We have 1n every City an Arar:um Charita- 
tz or public Threſory for the Poor, Maymed, 
and af ited, whence they are fed & [uſteined ; 
and a Corrigidorans houſe adjoyning,to teach 
the young poor Orphans, and force thoſe 0- 
thers to work that are ule and able. 


Ve 
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| WE have in each City an Epiſcopan or O* 

verſeer of the Clergy and Layitie in 
Spiritual affairs: And an Archiepiſcopan or 
Superintendant Overſeer of all the Churches 
and Spiritualties in each chief provincial City, 
all of them being ſubordinate in divine and 
civill affairs to our Graud Solomona. If any 
Prieſt offend the civil powerghe is firſt diveſted 
by the Archiepiſcopan of his funfion, and re- 
mitted corhe civill Magiſtrate for puniſhment; 
otherwiſe,he being conſecrate to God, no lay 
hand may preſnme to touch or offer him a- 
ny violence, be he never ſo vitious. If he of- 
fend in ſpiricuals, he ſtands to the cenſure of 
the Church only. : 


E have in each of theſe Cities a Cathe- 

dral, taking its name from Chriſt, be- 

des other twelve Churches ( which numbes 
every City hath ) taking their names from 
the twelve Apoſtles : 1200. Pariſhioners or Au- 
ditours,more or leſs,being apportioned to each 
paſtoral Congregation,and choſe forbid to gad 
ellewhere, or have any ſubordinate LeCurers 
to officiate under their proper PaForrs, bur 


"in caſe of ſickneſs only ; andonly ſich Curats- 


Tes atimarum ſet over them as the Univerhties 
and peculiar Archiepiſcopan hall approve off. 
Theſe Churches are ail built in fafhien alike, 
according to thac Rtately fabric of your Sr, 
Jobx BaptifP's in Florexce,n which Church on- 
ly ( as there they alſo from us probably 


learnc 
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learnt that diſcipline ) che Sacrament of Bay- 
tiſm of all infants in each City is adminiſtred 
and no other : though they ſomewhat differ 
in bigneſs, Archite&ure, Imagery, and other 
rare Curiolities, None of theſe have any 
Church-yards adjoyning to them,certein Ca- 
mitaries being conſecrate and ſet apart for the 
burial of the dead without the Cities, or in 
the remoteſt places near the walls. We permit 
none to be interred in the Church itſelf eſpe- 
cially, thoſe holy ftrutures being raiſed for 
the living to ſerve God in, and not for the 
dead to ſleep in, by whoſe ſtench alſo the 
living might be annoyed, 


W- had an Apoſtolical miſhon of twelve 
Diſciples allo, ro reform all abuſes in 
Church Government ; bur being fearfull of 
innovation therein, and finding our own al- 
ready perfe&, and withall the many inconve- 
niences, Rebellions, Schiſmes, Innovations, 
and editions, 1n all places fomented and raiſ- 
ed lince that ſpreading Jeſuitical order hath 
been erected, we deliſted, and ſent no more a- 
broad. Only we have thereupon ena&ed ma- 
ny wholfom and ſtri& laws for the keeping of 
theſe venemons and crafty perturbers our of 
this our T//axd, leaſt any of theſe evill Semina- 
1y Prieſts or ſeditious Schiſmatics ſhould 
{ow their tares. amongſt our wheat, or ſeduce 
our peacefull and well united Kingdom from 
thoſe found principles of Religion 'and A= 
poktolica! Government in which 1 hath ſtood 
THe 
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unſhaken, ever ſince Chriſtianity was here firlt 
planted, 


WE have a Clergy ( he added) very mo- 
deſt, but yer auſtere, ſerious, grave, 
and holy. Theſe will not condemn or ex- 
communicate any upon light cauſes or ſug- 
geltions. Nor are they mercenary Glozers to 
ling Placebo and fow pillows to their Patrons 
ears,as too many within Europe do. To which 
I partly afſentiug roſe up and delired ( if he 
pleaſed ro give me atts, ro ſecond that his 
animadveriion with a paſſage I had lately ob- 
ſerved in Fraxce betwixt a Prieſt and an Ad- 
vocate. Goonin Gods name, ſaid he; for [ 
love to be confirmed. Then 1 told him how 
that in company at the chief City of that po- 
pulous Kingdom, which ſwarms with Law- 
yers, 2 Prieft, perhaps upon ſome good 
ground, inveighed againſt the Lawyers bit- 
rerly and concluded ; That had the Divel a 
tryal at Barr,he mighc ſoon find an Advocate

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WE ſuffer none to marry till of ripe age : 

the Man at the age of one and twenty, 
the Woman at the age of eighteen corapleat; 
and thoſe then to marry into their own ranke, 
degree, and quality, but not into their own 
kindred till after three removes, VVe per- 
mit not the man to marry after [1s Clima&e- 
ric, nor the Woman after the age of fifry 
three. Tothis purpoſe we have Regiſters in 
each Pariſh to record their certein ages. Before 
they areasked in the Church, their private 
conſent of liking each other is thns notified, 
Each party to be married hath two friends of 
each ſide to view the other partics body naked. 
This is done in the next Natatorize, the mans 
female friends viewing her in the female Nata- 
tory,and the. womans male friends viewing him 
in the male Natatory. T his is done to prevent 
diſlikes and ſeparations. For Deformity of 
body nor diſcovered till it be too late, ofren 
breeds non- conformity of minds: Whilſt the 
ſame beforehand known, prevents any after 
repentance, or pretenfſion of diſlike. 


WE judge it unfitting the Woman after 
ſhe knows her ſelf:;to be with Child 
ſhould let her Husband carnally . know her ; 
or ſhould ſo much as appear in public after 
her womb 1s viſtbly pregnant.

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E force not two young finners to mar- 
| rie, ( though thar obſcenity ſeldom 
happens amongſt us) as you too often do, 
For whereas you Europeans, when a fervant 
is by chance taken in bed with his fellow maid- 
ſervant, where p—_—_ the Maſter had been 
before, unjuſtly force them, whether they like, 
or will or no, to honeſt that wicked a& by an 
after ſpeedy inter-marriage ; ſo that the one 
being made deſperate leaves her and turns 
rogue, while ſhe ſtayes at home and plaies the 
whore to both their ruines: We in this caſe 
only perſwade chem ro marry, aud if they 
will not, then we ſend the ſhe-finner to the 
Corrigidorans Houſe for three years, and the 
Fornicator is adjudg'd to faſt for twelve dayes, 
and to wear the brazen Collar as long. Nor 
is their natural Iſſue, though they ſhould after 
entermarry, to inherit ; being unlawfully be- 
gotten before Wedlock. 


[JE enjoyn each Mother to nurſe her owti 
ey 


if the be ableand healthy. 


'T7E ſuffer no divorce but in caſe of A- 

dultery, which as well as Murther we. 

puniſh with death, both in Male and Female 
offenders alike. 


VE have here no Law for a Regicide, as 


Selon appointed none for that man 


that kills his Father; becauſe as ke did, ſo do 
D we 
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we conceive men cannot be (o unnatural as to 
commit ſuch nefandous crimes, the killing of 
the Father of rhe Countrey being the higheſt 
Parricide. 


'E give little or no Dowers, becauſe Fa- 
thers ſhall not neceſſitate or undo them- 
ſelves by giving large ſums as it were to be 
rid of, their own Children. The eldeſt Male 
hath a double portion, the Females divide 
xqually : and if before the age of eighteen 
the Father doth not ſee they are married, 
they may claim their portions and marry 
chemſelves.The woman reliCt 1s not permicted 
to marry again withont ſpecial leave obtained 
of the Archiepiſcopan, and not then till after a 
whole years mourning. For amongſt the very 
Kemans ( where the wives wenld follow their 
dead Husbands through the Funeral flames ) 
though ſuch a one were too feverely pronoun- 
ced an Adultereſs, One nubit toties,nom nubit,a- 
dultera- lege eſt,as if the did cuckold her former 
husband in his [grave 3 yer here amongſt 
Chriftians ſhe will hardly ever be counted a 
Saint : and loſes ſorne part of her Dowry by 
a ſecond marriage; whereas if ſhe can con- 
cein and live a fingle life, ſo much for fo long, 
by the year is added by her husbands friends. 
The Widower may marry again withour diſ- 
grace z bur not till fix moneths expire after 
his wives deceale, 


We 
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WE expreſly forbid all ſuperfluous ex- 

pences (which would be berter expend- 
ed on the poor ; by embalming, pompous Fu- 
nerals, or coſtly Monuments to be raiſed after 
to preſerve their memories, becauſe we ac- 
count a good name to be the moſt laſting Mo- 
nument. 


WE have fifreen Provinces, into which our 

7 united kingdom is zqually divided : 
theſe being by certain Rivers, Hills, Walls or 
Road-wayes exatly beunded. We have in 
each Province one Emporium ( this next being 


one of the chicfeſt, wherin the Society of So- 


lomons houſe is erefted)and fix other lefſer Ci- 
ties ſomewhat xqually diſtant from it, In each 
Citie(which hath its cerritorie of zqual circuit 
belonging to it }) at certain dayes and hours 
twice a week all proviſions neceſſary for the 
uſe of man are to be ſold, 


WE permit not any Markets, or pedling 

Fairs to be kept in any Countrie-Town 
or Village. For the firſt do but begger Cities, 
and the laſt only diſgrace them ; and abuſs 
the Countrey in the vending of bad and un- 
warrantable Merchandize, 


WE have theſe Cities fcituate upon the 


moſt navigable Rivers, Creeks, Lakes, 
or moſt convenient #Havens ; all or moſt of 
them frontier to the Sea, for the better trant- 
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ort of our Commodities from one part of 
our If}and to another, and choſe other adja- 
cent Iſlands belonging to this Dominion; all 
built with a blewiſh marble ſtone ( of which 
here is great plenty ) and thoſe cut into ſpa- 
tious ftreets and even, as you ſee this Citic is. 
The houſes are all uniform, well ſerved with 
water , eſpecially in their Offices, which are 
alwayes built half under ground. 


WE do not fortifite our inland Cities, 
(which arc but few) choſe only which 


are more maritim are munited, and built ac- 
cording to the neweſt model of regular for- 
tification, They have not any Suburbs ad- 
joyning, every ſuch Citic having a Cittadel 
to command it, and being ſtrongly garriſon'd : 
For our Solomona being fo remote and un- 
known ( though he fears not any forreign In- 
valions, and leſs any civil [nſurre&ions ) yet 
doth he for exerciſe ſake, as well to prevent 
the worſt, if cither ſhould chance to happen 
( we holding it unlawful to make any war 
bur what is meerly defenfive)) for the betrer 
ſafeguard of his kingdom , keep alwayes a 
ſtanding Militia at bis own expence, without 
any cax or charge to the Subjea. And where- 
as you Europeans falſly ſuppoſe Gunpowder 
to be the late Invention of a Monk, we learnt 


.-- theule of it from the Chineſes many hundred 


years ago: amongſt whom Guns were in uſe 
when Bacchus made his expedition into India, 
which was about the time of the Iſraelites de- 
parcture out of Agypr. We 


» mo_—_— 
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WE have all our Cities built upon a little 
riſe or aſcent to them on all fides, both 
for the ſtately beauty and cleanlineſs. In the 
midſt of each ſtands a large ſquare Market- 
place, which is environed on the one fide 
with the priſons for Offendours,Corrigidorans 
houſe, and the Armories, wherein are kept 
the Engins to quench fire, as well as all wea- 
pons of war, offenſive and defenſive, great 
guns, trains of Artillery,&c all in a ſtrong 
and ſafe guarded Arſena). Right oppolite to 
theſe are the Courts of Juſtice, publick Halls 
for all Societies and Companies, Free Schools, 
and publick Schools ( if it be an Univerhrie ) 
we having chree in three of the chiefeſt Cicies. 
To make the others ſquare, we have on one 
fide the Theaters, common Granaries, Ameſca- 
does or Lumbars, the Burſe or Exchange ( if it 
be a Provincial Citie )) and the Artillerie 
Gardens. And oppokte to theſe the Hoſpitals 
of all ſorts, for old and fick folks, for the 
maymed, for Children, Orphans, and all that 
are Lunatick. In the midſt of all which large 
ſquare ſtands aghe Regzmieate or Common- 
Council houſe in each Citie, where the richer 
and wiſer Inhabitants afſempble ro conſult of 
the politic Government of the Cite. 


WE have all offenfive Trades more apart 

{cituate, as Brewers, Bakers, Chaxdlers, 
Eutebers, Tanners, Dyers, Curriers, Felmongers, 
in ſome back-parcs in the out-skirts of che 
D 3 Cirie 
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Citie, by themſelves, and neer the river, t0 
carry their filth away , leaſt their fulſom© 
Trades ſhould with the badneſs of their ſmells 
offend the more pleaſant dwellings, or cauſe 
infe&tion. All Forgemen, as Smiths, Mettlemen, 
Tinkers, Pewterers, and all other noiſe-making 
Artificers that deal in fire, dwell in a conveni- 
ent place wholly apart by themſelves alfo, for 
the Laker ſafety of the houſes, as to prevent 
the trouble of their impetuous noiſes. For 
this cauſe alſo ringing of Bells, more then for 
the calling of the people to Church, is every 
where inhibited, And for other Trades and 
Occupations, each hath a ſeveral ſtreet or 
place by it ſelf, as at Algiers in Afric. Thus 
though they reſemble each other in many 
reſpe&s, yet in as many do they differ, ei- 
ther in largeneſs or elegancie of building, 
wherein they daily ftrive to excel each other. 


W- appoint in every Citic two Fufticiers 


of the Market, ( who are every year 
choſen) to makea tri enquiry into the juſt 
dealings of Tradeſmen, that they make no ill 
wares or counterfeit. They are particularly 
to look to the Water-Mills, and other Mills in 
each fortified Citie, and to all weights and 
meaſures, which are to be allowed of by them. 
For if they agree not. with the Standard of 
the I{land, they are immediately broken, and 
half the Delinquents goods that ſells by ſuch 
falle weights and meaſures are forthwith con- 
hi{cate to the Zrarium Charitatis, & the party 
him 


— 
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himſelf is ſentenced to wear the brazen Collar 
for one year or more, according to the grear- 
neſs of his Crime, 


WE have in every Provincial City a Sur- 
veyour General, to ſet and order what 
Reformation is beſt in all places adjacent, and 
within his Przcin& in that Provixce. As what 
Bridges, Banks, Fortifications, Aquedutts, Con- 
duits, Channels, publick, works, znuundations by 
breaches near the Sea may be prevented, as 
the other repaired and preſerved. All which 

ublick works are maintained our of the Com- 
mon Threſorie raiſed out of that peculiar 
Province, and Superviſors annually ele&ed 
in every Citie and Village adjoyning for chat 
purpoſe. | 


E have likewiſe a Prowidoran General 

in every Provincial Cine, whoſe bu{t- 

neſs is to ſee that all the common Granaries 
be alwayes repleniſhed and preſerved + our 
Corn being thus beſt kept from muſt and the 
rats, in boats, upon the water. To this pur- 


poſe 
\ E have in each of the Univerſities a Col- 


ledge for Agriculture,wherein the Þ /o- 
rits, Herbariſts,&c.ftudy, examine and appoinc 
what ground is fitteſt for Corn, 8&of whac for, 
which for Wood, Graſs, Meadow, Cardens, 
Orchards, Hops, Vineyards, Filh-ponds;which 
tur Woad, Flax, Rape, Hemp, &c, as alſo for 
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all exotic herbss, roots, trees and plantss 
which will thrive alike here or in any Coun” 
trey, if ground fitting be found and prepare 
Theſe Providorens ſuffer not any Commons 
( by which the richer that can beſt ſtock them 
thrive only ) nor any Waſts, Bogs, Forefts, 
Fens, Mariſhes, Deſarts, Heaths , or Parks, 
( bur ſome few only for our Solomonas's plea- 
ſure ) but by incloſures or drayning improve 
all to the beſt advantage for the public good. 
Sothat by theſe means the rates of corn,wood, 
coal, with divers other commodities, what 

ſcarcity ſo ever happens, never exceed. 
WW E have many other good lawes for the 
improvement of Lands and Woods, as 
firſt of all. That none ſhall cnt down any 
Timber Tree, but ſhall plant ten for it. 
That none of them ſhall be felled till 
of full grouth, and that before they be- 
vin to decay, That the Landlord. ſhall 
have a third part of the profit of all Improve- 
ments : ox at the expiration of his leaſe, ſhall 
either give ſo many years purchaſe for ſuch 
improvement, or ſuch quantity of the Land 
ſo improved as the Providoeran ſhall judge the 
Tenant truely deſerves. Thatevery Tenant 
ſhall plant all neceſſary fruit-trees as Apples, 
Pears , Damſins , Pruans, Mulberies, Wall- 
nuts,Cherries,cheſnurs,&c.in all his hedges 8 
places convenient, with which improvement 
only he may pay his rent and keep his family, 
That the moyety of his paſture grounds be 
ſowed alwaies either with St, Foin, La Lncern, 
| Clos 
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Clover or other as beneficiall Treefoils, and 
the other half ploughed and laid in for ſheep- 
paſtures. That they plant Firrs for Maſts, Aſhes, 
Sallowes, Willowes about their Manſions, and 
Ohers in all moiſt grounds, the firſt for fire- 
ing, the laſt for uſe, That all decayed Farm- - 
houſes, Barnes, and out- houſes belonging to 
them be re-edifyed by the Landlord, or the 
poſſeſſion granted with the profits for twenty 
pos to him chat will expend the charge of 
uilding. That no rich man ingroſle all the 
commodities or foreſtall the Markets. To 
which purpoſe each City hath twelve Sitonans, 
that is, for every Port one, whoſe cgre is to 
ſee that none ingrofſſe the Corn by prz- 
emption ; but that the Countrey people bring 
into the market proportionably to what they 
fow, reſerving only what is neceſſary for 
their own families. Theſe Sitonans are all 
ſubſervient to the grand Providoran of the 
Province. Theſe Providorans have a power 
to ſummon all whom rhey pleaſe to ſuſpe&, 
before them once a year, to give an account 
by whac trade or occupation they get thetr 
livelphood. Ifſuch cannot give a good ac- 
compt, they are ſent immediately to the 
Corrigidorans,, who either finds them work, 
or lets them forth che next Market day eichec 
to che Husbandmen or V ignerons. 
E appoint a certain lize for the length of 
all our Swords throughout the 1fland, 
Allowing none to be worn ordinarily by any, 
bur ſome few priviledged perſons, in any of 
our Cities. | 'We 
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E allow no exceſle in attire of embrode- 

ries or wearing Gold or Silver laces 

upon wearing apparel : Every Noble man , 
Magiſtrate, Merchant or Traccſman , with 
their Wives reſpe&ively, being diſtinguiſhed 
with decent attire, ſuitable ro his Calling 
or Profeſſion, and that faſhion not to be al- 


tered. 


WE have in the three Univerſities, Col- 

ledges ( beſides thols for Divinity , 
Law, and Philoſophy ) for Mathenticians, 
Hiſtorians, Poets, Muticians, Stage-players, 
Alchymiſts, Florifts, Herbarilts, Chirurgians, 
Anatomiſts, and Phylitians alſo. Unto the laſt 
are adjoyning large Phylic Gardens, Theaters 
and Schools, In all of them all the Students 
are to apply themſelves particularly unto that 
findy and arr they firſt undertake,and none o0- 
ther, that thus all experunents may be ſooner 
reduced unto perfeCtion, all Arts and Scien- 
ces ſoon learnt ; all theſe feverall Colledges 


being very fairly endowed. 


E have one 1n the chief Univerſity called 
Hiſtoriographus Regius, who hath a 

creat penhion allowed him for fupervifing all 
Hiſtory thar ſhall be put out. For if they 
do not ſet forth the truth exaCtly, clearly , 
faithfully, conciſely and yer elegantly, wich- 
our the leaſt deviation from 1t: 7.e. neither 


by omitting any thing through ignorance, Q: 
for- 
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forgetfulneſs, his province it is to corre& 
Che Hiſtory : that poſterity may judge right 
of all przceeding aRions, and not be wronged 
by any finiſter praftices, or falſe gloſſes, 


VI E have befides theſe in the Imperial City 

one Eminent Academy of ſelefed wits : 
whoſe endeavours are to reform all errors in 
books,and then ro licence them ; to purifie 
our Native Language from Barbariſm or So- 
leeciſm, tothe height of Eloquence, by regu- 
lating the termes and phraſes thereof into a 
conſtant uſe of the moſt ſignificant words, pro- 
verbs, and phraſes, and juſtly appropriating 
them either to the lofty, mean, or Comic ſtile. 
Theſe likewiſe tranſlate the beft Authors, and 
render them in their genuine ſenſe to us very 
perſpicuous : and make Difionaries in all 
Languages, wherein the proper termes of arr 
for every notion and thing in every trade, 
manufatture and ſcience is genuinely rendred 
and with its derivacion very perſpicuous. 


E have alſo in each of the provinciall 
Cities ( which have Univerhries ) Free 
Schools for the attaining of the Languages, 
Singing, Dancing, Fencing, Riding, and 
writing, either by Brachugrapby, Hieroglyphic, 
or an Inſtrument we have made to write two 
Copies at once,at- one and the ſame motion, 
for dilpatch., For all which we have public 
Governours and Maſters fic for eacl place re- 
ſpeively ; choſen by the repreſentative body 


ot 
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Of that Academie every three Years. 


E have likewiſcin every City pub- 
lick Treſorers, Ediles, . Quzſtors , 
Overſeers of the poor Pupils and 

Orphans Goods; who make a ftri&t account 

every Year of all receipts, disburſments and 

expences to the Magiſtrate or Governour of 
each reſpeQive City, Theſe Magiſtrates are 
nor ele&ed out of the Plebeians, Tradeſmen 
or Mechanicks only ; but out of the Nobleſſe 
and Gentry, who are to reſide in theſe Cities, 
at ſuch times and ſeaſons eſpecially, we think- 
ing it not diſhonourable for Noble perſons tq 
govern in the City as well as in the Country. 

Theſe are all to give an account of their be- 

haviour and government when their time ex- 

pires. 


E have a Law enjoyning the chief 
V Landlords xqually and charitably to 
divide their Lands and renements in every 
City ana Village, that one Tenant may nor 
domincer over the other. Theſe Tenures are 
apportioned and ſet out that the Tenants 
may che berter 1mprove their lands by ma- 
nure of all ſorts, planting of trees and vine- 
yards, draining, fencing, building, &c. And 
che Landlords ro this end are appointed to 
ler them long leaſes at a renc certain withour 
fine,. to free them for the furure from the ex- 
aftions of griping Patrons. 


We 
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WE m—_ no uſury but what is very mo- 

erate; and that but to ſome few Vir- 
gins, Widowes, or Orphans, who leaſt know 
how to imploy their moneys. Sometimes to 
Merchants or young Tradeſmen, if they be 
allowed of by the chief Magiſtrate as not idle, 
prodigal, debauched, riorous ſpendthrifts, or 
not knowing how to make good uſe of ſuch 
moneys, and honeſtly to employ the ſame to 
their advantage. 


WE puniſh extortion ſeverely with the 

fine of ten times as much as the. 
Principle, all which goes co the Afrarium Cha- 
ritatiz. Bur the party to the uſurious contra& 
fhall not be a ſulficient wieneſs againſt the ex- 
tortioner, becauſe no Man can be teſtis iu pro- 
priacauſa. For ſuch as hide their treaſure, 
though ſuch loſe it as it were by not ufing it, 
yet if any one find it, it ſhall not be confiſcate 
co the King, as with you ir is in ſome places, 
bur ſhall all be forfeired and brought ihts 
public cheſory for the wayes, and public re- 
pairs. 


WE impriſonno bankrupts, or debters a- 

bove two years, during which ſpace ( if 
he were reduced to poverty by his own wil- 
full negligence, rior, exceſs, or folly ) if he 
cannot ſatisfhe his credicours in that time, he 
is for his eternal diſgrace enlarged ; but fen- 


| tenced to wear the brazen coller and filver 
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bell, that all good people may have warning 
how they deal with him , till Cuch time as he 
hath fully ſatisfied all his creditours. As for 
decayed Citizens, the richer Landlords in 
City and Country are ordered ro receive and 
place them in Farmes ( for Coppyholds we 
approve not of ) or other convenient places 
and offices, wherein they may thrive and re- 
ſtore. 


VVeE puniſh all prophane, Atheiſticall and 
cuſtomary {wearers for half a year 
with the brazen collar alſo, and a pecuniary 
mulct to the Ararium Charitatis for each of- 
fence. If the party reform not in that” time, 
the bell is added alſo, that all good Chriſti- 
ans may avoid his company, If in a years 
ſpace he leave it not off, his tongue is bored 
through with a hot iron. The Sacrilege loſes 
both his hands for that his inpious offence a- 
gainſt God, He that bears falſe witneſs, if 
convict,loſes his tongue 3 a common lier his 
upper lip, and every malicious Slanderer his 
under lip. "He that 1s convict of perjury hath 
his rongue cut cut. He that is drunk once, is 
fined, if he praCtiſe it,he is incerdied all li- 
quor, but water for a twelve moneth; and ſo 
often as he offendeth, ſo often doth he pay a” 
fer mul to the Ararium Charitatis,according 
to the quality of the Offendor. 
V E have a Law inhibiting all forein 
rank Jews to live in this IfJand, or a- 


ny 
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ny to have converſe or commerce with them 
when ever they land,till they be converted 8 
baptized. And that they may ſo be, we have a 
liccle Ifland belong ing to us, alligned particu» 
larly for them, wkicher they are immediately 
ſenc to be inſtrufed in the faith, and after 
they are convErted and receivedinto the ba. 
ſome of the Churchythey are permitted to live 
and trade here as well as thoſe Jews we al- 
ready have( who are not ſo perverſe as to de- 
ny Chriſt ) or any other Natives. No kind of 
violence is uſed to them or any contentious 
Opinacvur, ſo as his erroneous opinions ſtrike 
not at the root of Chriſtian Religion, or they 
do not vehementlyinveigh againſt the profeſſed 
truth,to promote ſtrife and divifhion. But if they 
remain obſtinate,or renege, denying our Savi- 
our,they are crucifed in the ſame manner as 
they did our Saviour. For we have a law,thatif 
any forrein Malefa&our oftend here capitally, 
he ſhall be puniſhed according to the cuſtom 
of that place wherein he was born, and every 
Otfendour accidently caft on this ſhore,or fliy- 
ing hither for refuge ( which feldom here 
happens _ we puniſh afrer the cuſtom of the 
place the fat was conmirted in, as you do 
at Geneva, but if any native do commit mur- 
ther on his fellow (ubje& abroad, he ſhall nor 
eſcape unpuniſhed at his return, though the 
fat were done our of our Dominions ( which 
1s a particular defe& in your law of England ) 
for in ſuch caſes neither time nor place thould 
impede Juſtice which reacheth all, hs 
e

CT T7E that are A/caldorems;before whom all 
ſuics and pleas are determined,as well 
civill as criminal, take a pledg of every one 
that is plantiff,equall in value to the thing he 
contends for, or ifhe have not ſo much, as 
much as he can raiſe, which, in caſe he ſue 
maliciouſly and wrongfully, he forfeits. In 
criminall caſes the accuſer ( being under the 
Algnazillans reſtraint alſo ) is puniſhed with 
the ſame inflifion that the accuſed, if he had 
been found convid, ſhould have been chaſtiſed 
with,if it appears on proof he maliciouſly and 
wrongfully have accuſed him. And here 
they are not hanged like dogs, but beheaded 
or ſhot like men. Theſe upright Alcaldorems 
not admitting any Rhetorical pleas, but ſhort 
and ſimple narrations, choſe the dark, that 
they might not be moved co compaſſion by the 
ſight of the MalefaQour, and give their judg- 
ment without a word ſpeaking; as the Areo- 
pagites in Athens did, men famed for their 
gravity and uprightneſs in judicature. 


VV< ſuffer no ſuit or plea to depend a- 
bove half a Year, deciding it pers 
emptorily without farcher Appeals. If in 
that time they take it not up themfelves, or 
agree by Arbitratours delegated for that pur- 
poſe,we free the Defendant, and the Planciff 
forfeits his pledg immediatly. All Officers and 
Clerks, &c. in all Courts have their certain 
fees,and thoſe very moderate, and where they 
exaQ,all chey have is forfeited, We 
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VVe- have to prevent all fraud in ales, 
mortages and conveyances of lands, 
certain Eſcrivanans or Notaries 1n every City 
who record all fuch Sales, Mortgages, Bonds, 
Sureriſhips, Judgments, Statuers, &c, Which 
book of Record written in Salamandrian pa- 
per, for a ſmall certain fee atty Purchaſer or 
Mortgage taker may at any time ſearch for 
his ſatisfation. And for ſmaller things ( be- 
cauſe we permit no private brokage or ſale of 
moveables ro Citizens or Ttradeſmen ) we 
have in every City a great Amoſcado or Lum- 
bar, where all goods are either bought our 
right or pawned, to be redeemed in one 
ewelvemoneth at certain calle rates. 


V E have no Inns or cut-throat harbours 

( as you Erroperns have }) where the 
poor Travellour payes a fine for his reſt ar 
the will of his unconſcionable Hoſt, Bur in- 
ſtead of them-we bave Strangers houſes, built 
and maintainecl at the public charg, in each of 
which honeſt Governours are elefted every 
three Years, who are to give to all ſtranger- 
Paſſengers ſuch ficting encertainment as they 
like and dehire at certain ealie rates. Thete 
are for the native Strangers in their Inland 
voyeges ; for the foreign, yowus where you 
lodg, is only provided and that wichout any 
paymaking. 


E 
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V E ordein Poſt-horſes or Mules, Carri- 

oles, Wagons, and Coaches , who 
are to paſſe at certain dayes and hours their 
(et ſtages, and convey them at certain eaſic 
rates : which is much for the better, ſafer and 
eafjer tranſport of all paſſengers. We obſerve 
the lixe order for all water paſſages alſo,which 
we cut frequently berween Town and Town 
for the better carrying of commodities, And 
to prevent lameneſs of Horſes we ereCt at 
each Karan a Smiths Forge in all public 
roa:ls, 


VV- condenm none to dearh unleſs the 

matter of fa& be evidently proved, 
and by the verdi& of twelve ſworn men be fo 
adjudged, and the parties own confeſſion. In 
which caſe after heis found convitt by ftrong 
preſumprions,he 1s to be kept cloſe priſoner, 
and to be ted with nothing but bread and wa- 
cer till (uch time as he confeſſes rhe fat. Af- 
ter that, and that he hath given good teftimo- 
ny of his ſerious repentance, he is according 
ro the Law executed, unleſs upon the Judg 
and Juries petition to -our Solomona for his 
lite, out of his abundant clemency he be by 
him pardoned:which rarely happens. All Civil 
atiairs of Meum and Tuum are tryed alſo by a 
Jury of the ſame number of able, honeſt, under--.. 
iianding perſons, and fuch as are generally 
known and approved of for their integrity 
aud underſtanding : Theſe Juries being never 
packet 
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packet or made up ex proletariis, who many 
times with you ſerve for your money and not 
for conſcience.

VVE chat are Alcaldorems as well as all 

other public Ofkcers, when once 
come to the age of ſeventy, are freed from 
all public ſervice; and have our ©nzetus eff— 
ſent from our Solomona, remitting us with 
thanks for our former ſervices, and our for- 
mer Salaries ftill continued to us during life 3 
to our eale and quiet. 


E haveno reverſhons of Offices, Bene- 
fices or Martial preferments granted; 
Firſt, becauſe our S»/omonas's liberty of ad- 
vancing perſons of known merit ſhall not be 
impeached. Secondly, leaſt any atrempt 
ſhould be made againſt the preſent incumbents 
lives ; and iaſtly,that all perſons may equally 
have encouragement to ſtudy and merit bet- 
ter 1n hope of advancement. 


VVE hold it Sacriledg to conceal,hide or 
keep any goods from the true owners, 
thar'through Shipwreck are caſt out of any 
veſſel,or periſh by loſs thereof,and land them- 
ſe]ves on our thore. Their peril,loſs of $hip and 
ſpoil of goods being wreck enough, for which 
inſteed of robbing then of what the devou- 
ring fea hath left them, we nor only commil- 
ſerate them, but wich the faithful reftauratis 
on of their own repair all their otherwiſe ir-

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recoverable loſſes, if any ſurvive to declare 
them. If none can claitn them , then the 
next /Erariua nwult have chem. This injuri- 
ous cultome of aiding affliction to aftiFion 1s 
I confels co frequent with you Enropeans 
that live upon the ſeacoaſts, and gape for ſnch 
boories, calling ſuch wreck Go4s-good, which 
you unjuſtly decein as your own 1n the Devils 
name. Bur on the contrary to prevent tuch 
calamities, we ſet up conſtantly mights ſeve- 
ral Pharos or lights on bigh hills and Towers 
to chred& the Sealaring pafſſ:ngers how to a- 
void both rocks and pirates. - And for their 
berter ſecurity by way of prevention, we ſuf- 
ferno ſhip co go forth without fix very skil- 
ful Pilots in it at leaft,and choſe well approved 
of by the Admuralcy, 


i have for the better advance of Na- 
 vigation andencreaſe of expert Pilots 

a conitant Lefure of it in the three pruiciple 
SEL Cities, the Readers of which Science 
are to inftruC& our Mariners in al maritim cau- 
(cs, 1n penning and reducing Sea-tight into 
an art,as many have done Land ſervice, and 
as your Sir Walter Rawleigh attempted the 
ſame ( whoſe dire&ions therein it were to be 
wilhed were to be found out and augmented ) 
im the principles of A4jtronuomy, Geometry, and 
the Arc of Swimming and diving,ſo neceſſary 
to recover goods Joſt and ſunk in the bot- 
rom of the Sea; and theſe have a large al- 
lowance from our Admiral, to prevent thoſe 
cfcen 
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ofren Ship-wrecks which through the rawneſs 
and inexperience of the ſeamen might other- 
wiſe happen. 


VVE have in our hot Pathes for the true 

ret fying and mundifying of diſeaſed 
Bodies, able Phylicians allowed of by the 
Colledg, ata certain ſtipend co examine the 
ſtate of every body that ſhall go into, or take 
into them any purging or mundifying waters; 
none being permicred ro uſe them wichour 
their approbation. This is co prevent the 
death of many by the errors of a few unskil- 
ful Empericks, whonot rightly nnderftanding 
the rrue xconomy and ftate of their patients 
bodies, or finding out the peccant humours 
and parts worſt affefted, commonly expel} 
humours leſs offenſive to their final prejudice. 
The like care 15 taken in all Cities and Towns 
that no Apothecaries , Chirurgians, Women or

VV* ſtudy the publick good ſo much,that 
whereas we reward thoſe that diſco- 
ver, ſohe is in ſome meaſure puniſhed that 
conceals and hides a benefit whrch may plea- 
ſure his countrey : For they that do no good 
when they can, as well asrhey chat do mil- 
chief are here accounted debrors alike, and 
are looked on as unnatural children to their 
Common parent their Countrey.

forgiveneſs. This done, aiid che Judge for- 
giving him, and giving him a ſhort moni- 
tory charge, he went abour his afta rs; whilt 
the poor Offendour was led away to receive 
the other part of his puniſhmenr. 

The next day my intended viſit to the 4!- 
caldorem was prevented,for Foabin came that 
morning early to ſee me, andtold us { Sirs ) 
you are lixe to be enriched three dayes hence 
at the next City about two Karans and a 
halfof with the Regalio of as plealing an en- 
terteinment, and ſpecious ſhew, as I believe 
your eyes have ever beheld, For the ingeni- 
ous Verdugo ( fo was he called) that hath 
of late found out the way of making Linnen 
cloath,and conſequently paper of Asbeſtinunt 
or Litum vivum that fire ſhall not conſume 
the writing ( which paper 1s called Salaman- 
drian ) by the help of ftome mineral powders 
and che Spirit of Vieriol, 1s, being born and 
bred there, for this his rare invention, nov 
there ro be honoured by the chief of all the 
City and province, and after a great Þ ea{t 
and other ceremonies and paſtimes, to receive 
his reward. This according toche Cuſtom 0 
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alwaics made proportionable to the worth of 
the invention and the merits of the perſon, I 
ſhall therefore ( ſaid he ) provide a conveni- 
ent place for you and your fellows, where 
you ſhall all (ee his graceful entrie into the 
the City, and entertainment.afterwards art the 
great Hall of Solomons Houſe ; where I will al- 
{o provide for you a ſtanding to behold the 
Triumphs,to hear the ſpeech which is to be 
expreſſed in the Spaniſh tongue , as allo a 
paſtoral enterlJude. We al} thanked him for 
this his noble offer, being exceeding joyful 
at the news. The pratixed day being come, 
condutecd by him we all got thither betimes 
on Mules he provided, and took our f(tands 
near the Gate St, Mark ( the Gates there ta- 
king their names from the Churches they 
ſtand next to) where all the Nobles, Magt- 
ſtrates and chief Citizens ſplendidly equipped 
met YVer4rgo on Horicbackx,aiud welcomed him 
a. his firſt entry. 

ie was a middle-{1zed man, ofa ſprightlie 
men and ingenuous cotintenance, diſcover- 
ing1n his boſd aſpect a ſubtile vivacity and 
promptneſs to undertake and perform great 
things. Here appeared forty proper men on 
Horſeback, all ciad in crimſon (atten looſe 
couts. Immediately atcer them and before 
Verdugos chariot, a ftarely Pageant no leſs 
glorious then the other, was drawn with 
fower black horſes a breatt, richly trapped and 
piumed , wherein on an imperial throne, 
2 fair youth, perſonating Minerva the Goddeſs 


of

of Invention was ſeated, holding forth in her 
right hand a rowle of Paper,fired at both ends, 
as who would ſay, hghting Verdugo to his 
crown of Glory. This emblem ( as he told 
me ) is ever varied according to the preſent 
invention. Verdugo followed mounted on a 
high Tiiumphal Chariot of gilt Cedar, drawn 
by fower milke white Fennets a breaſt, and 
thoſe trapped with ſcarlet and hlver-embroy- 
dered velvet. His veſtment was like himſelf, 
youthful both for faſhion, garb, and colour, 
being ofa grafſegreen ſattin, made cloſe to 
the body, and over it a mantle of the ſame 
richly embroydered, and lined with cloth of 
{ilver, carelefly hanging over one ſhoulder, 
On his head he wore a light gold Laurel ena- 
meld with green : through which bis auburn 
locks, both long and curling, did burniſh and 
ſhine like ſo many ſunbeams, By his fide he 
wore a filver hilted ſword,tyed in a fair crim- 
ſon raffata embroidered ſcarf : which wea- 
pon ( as Foabin told me ) was only permitted 
to theſe triumphant inventours to wear ever 
afrerinthe City, to maintain and vindicate 
themſelves the (ole Authors of that their in1- 
vention againſt all counterfeit pretenders or 
gainſaying oppoſers. To this end he wore a 
brighe gantler alſo on his right hand inſtead 
of his glove : the other being carried by one 
on horleback immediately before him. Cloſe 
bchind his Chariot attended the Nobles, Ma- 
giftrates, Gentry and Citizens, two and two; 
the chief on horſeback, the reſt on _ the 

reets

fireets and windows ( which were richly car- 
petted ) being thronged with orderly and fi- 
lent SpeRators. Whilſt they all advanced 
thus cowards the great Hall, this firft part of 
the ſhow being paſt, the Jew haftily condu&- 
ed us a back way to the Palace, that we might 
there be ſeated before the reſt came, ro pre- 
vent the preſſe of People that flocked thither 
as it were to ſome Coronation. As ſoon as 
Verdugo came into the-great Court before the 
tall ( which ecchoed with Trumpets and o- 
ther loud inftruments ) they all lighted from 
their korſes attending Verdygy on foot 3; who 
then alighted alſo from his Chariot ;z and at 
his entrance ijnro the hall was embraced with 
both arms,(by that ſame Father rhat before 
had given me his blefling  ) and who there 
ſtood with the Fraternity of the Houſe ready 
ro receive him. Cloſe by him one of che 
chicf and moſt eloquent Brethren did there 
deliver a moſt elegant ſpeech. The effect of 
it was the commendation of Learning” in ge- 
neral, with a particular Encomium of that 
his lare invention, extolling the admirable 
mgenuity thereof for the perpetual advance 
of Learning,with a full exemplification of the 
700d and benefit that did indabirably ac- 
crue not to themſeives only but to all potteri= 
ty, and concluding with great thanks to the 
happy inventour of that noble Art, ard 
praiſes to God the enlejghtner of our under- 
fttandings, and ſole Author and Giver of all 
£604 things, This gratulatory Eweginm be- 
197 
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Ing finiſhed, the Fatber of Solomons houſe took . 
oft his green upper mantle, and inveſted him 
with Minervas long Robe, which was a ſtole 
down to the ground, richly embroidered of 
gold,filk and filver flowers in needle work. 
Minerva then took off h's former Laurel, and 
placed her own Garland-upon his head, which 
was moſt elegant for compoſure , adorned 
with all the variety of the choicelt flowers ex+- 
preſſed in their proper native colours, and to 
the life ſhadowed forth in {i]k, gold and filver. 
Over it was ſuperadded a Crown of divers 
raies, in each of whick in fine ingravery the 
namesofall the moſt ingenious Authors and 
Inventours fince our firft 4/tabins time ( who 
was the firſt King of this Iſand ) were curioul- 
ly inſerted: This done, the Father layivg 
his right hand bare upon his head bleſſed him 
( as he was preſented to him on his knees by 
Minerva )\aying : God bleſſe thee, my Son, and 
enlighten thy great underifanding more an4 
more, for the benefit of mankind and this our 
I1znd of Benlalem. IWe admit you now as fel- 
lyw, Brother and Companion into this our Socie- 
tie. HereVerdugo having bowed and kiffed 
the verge of his Tipper , the Father lifred him 
up with his right hand, and fixed him on his 
legs again: And immediately preſented him 
with a great filver Baſon full charged with 
5200. Duckats in Gold, declaring farther 
that befides that gratuity from the Society, 
the State was pleaſed to reward his great de- 
{erts with the yearly penſion of 5000 Duckars

more to him and his Poſterity. Therenpon 
he requeſted him to declare his inventien,with 
the true manner of effeXing it, according to 
cuſtome ,for the public good of the ftate and 
benefir of mankind. The reaſon of this their 
cuſtom ( as Foabin told me ) was not ſo much 
co prevent Monopolizing or ingrofling that be- 
neficial commodity to himſelf, wherby he on- 
ly might vend his bad wares ( which would 
be bur the enriching of one man to beggar 
many but chiefly to infru& others alſo in it, 
that the Invention ſhould nor periſh with the 
Author; and be rather m:liorated and aug- 
mented by the xmulous wits of Ingenious 
imitatours, Then afrer he had preſen- 
ted ro him in writing the Schedule of the 
true manner of perfe&ing that work , 
the Father did take him by the left hand and 
Minerva by the right, leading him thug betwixt 
rhem intothe next great room ( which was 
richly hung and carperted, and where he was 
{umpruouſly feaſted ; all the houſe in the 
meerim ecchoing with variety of ſweer mu- 
{ick, ſometimes fill, otherwiſe loud, ſome- 
rimes reſounding with joyfull acclamaiions, 
and ſometimes again with ſofr melodious 
ſongs,the firſt proclaiming,the lat whiſpering 
the praiſes, worth and merits of the ever famcd 
Verdr!pgo. 

Whiltt chey were feafting within, Joabi toll 
me, that ſo ſoon as dinner was ended, tn= 
Father wasto record the invention in a boox 
of that Salamandrian paper Verdrgo had hn 

en- 
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\ ented them; with his the Authors name and 
Sirname,and place of birth, and the true man- 
ner of cffe&ing ir, the inventour himſelf be- 
ing by, to atteſt it his invention under his 
own hand. This book of Regiſter( ſaid he) 
is carefully there to be preſerved in Solomons 
Houſe to all perpetuity. Then leading me 
intoa long and large Gallery by the Hall, he 
ſhewed me the ſtatues of all the prime inven- 
rours in many ages before, wherewith that 
ſpatious room was above almoſt furniſhed 
round. Amongſt the reſt he firſt pointed our 
the invent our of Paper, whoſe name ( as he 
there ſhewed it me under written)was Papyrims, 
whence it took it firſt denomination ; and 
not from the Xgyptian Papyri or (edgy weeds 
they firſt uſed ( as you Europeans, ſaid he, 
conje&urally ſuppoſe ) being preſt into thin 
flakes or leaves, and dryed,to write on, For 
this ſame Papyrixs ( he added) firſt invented 
our paper made with rags in King Ptolomies 
time,a little before he raiſed his famous Libra- 
ry at Alexandria, Then he ſhewed me che 
Effigies in tranſparenc Chriftall of the un- 
fortunate inventour of V;trum duftile or mal- 
leable glaſs, whoſe invention Tiberius reward- 
ed with death, and jutt underneath ir this E- 
p/taph written, 


Dui vitre & ſibi vitam dedit, elefiro velut 
Apes incluſa & perlucidior ſus, 


Monumentum glaciavit hoc ere perenitius, 
Faber. 
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Duem dum vitreum enecavit Tiberius, 
Inventum non potis erat egelidare. 


Next to that was the Pourtait of him that 
firft invented the Pixis xantica or Sea-card to 
fail by with; and this Excomium of the perſon 
under it, 


Acum qui tetigit, & acus indicavit uſum, 
Terra di Lavoro orivndus, & natare te docens, 
Ipſe ſtat in celis 
Septentrio, 

Flavins. 


Then he pointed to me the ingenious Inven- 
cour of preſerving Gunpowder from taking 
fire,by which preſervative art, learnt probably 
from hence, the Venetian Arſena!s, Maga= 
zins, and Cities are preſerved from ruine, un- 
der which to the eternal memory of the Au- 
thour I read theſe fower lines,

Cloſe by him was the pourtrait of Mage!/a- 
1s his (hip,called the Viftory,ſailing, and of 
himſelf on the upper deck of it: and under- 
neath it theſe verſes inſcribed,

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Trima ego velivolis ambivi curſibus orben, 
Magellane, novo te duce duda frete z 
Ambivi, meritoque vocor V iforia z nunc mi

And next by him he ſhewed me with a cer- 
tain Aſteriſm of high remarque, the bold Sr. 
Fraucis Drake,piftured alſo ſailing on a little 
globe 3 whonexrt after Mage!lanys,he told me, 
girdled the world, with theſe verſes under- 
written, 


Drake, pererrati aovit quem terminus orbis, 
Dntemgue ſemel mundi vidit uterque polus : 

Si taceant homines, facient te ſidera notum ; 
Sol neſcit comitis nou memor eſſe ſur. 


Almoſt next to this he ſhewed me the inge- 
nious phanſi ce of the Painter Palaton, who had 
pourtraied Homer that Prince of Poets vumi- 
ting, and all che reſt of them licking ir up, 
with this Diſtic writ underneath it, 


Adspice Meoniden, a quo ceu fonte perenni, 
Vatum Pieriis ora tigantur aquis. 


Cloſe ro this ſtood that elaborate and moſt 
incentive piece of Venus, which Praxiteles 
drew fo to the life that a young man fell in 
love with it; with this diſtic under ir, 


Ixiou aubem, Juveniſque hanc deperit umbram: 
Non tamen hee Dive eff umbrayſed ifſa Venus.

By it was Myrozs brazen Heifer,ſo lively ex- 
preſſed it deceived both the herd and paſtor, 
as it almoſt did my ſelf ( ſaid he _) at my firſt 
beholding ic ; with this Epigram athxed, 


Bucula ſum, celo genitoris fafia Myronis, 
Area: Nec fatam me puto ſed genitam. 

Sic me Taurus init, ſic proxima Bucula mugit, 
Sic vitulus ſitiens ubera noſtra petit.

Nere theſe he pointed out the famous Sta- 
tues and Pifures of thoſe Italian Limners 
Michael Angelo and Raphael Urbin,whole Phiſ- 
nonues were there drawn to the life feverally 
wich their own hands; and by them that of 
Durerys of Noringberg, under whoſe theſe lines 
as his Epitaph were written,

On the other fide omitting many of leſſer 
note, he ſhewed me the ſtatue of Simon Stevi 
#1:4, that excellent inventour of Geometrical 
engins and proportions, and of the failing 
coaches , ſitting himſelf in a coach of black 
marble that ſeemed to travail without horſes; 


and underneatn it theſe verſes wricten, 
V en- 
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Ventivolam Typhis dednxit in equora navim, 
- Fupiter in jtellas ethereamque domum 3 
Ir terreftre ſolum virtus Stevinia : nam nec 
Typhy tuum fuerat nec Fovis illud opus. 


Next under him, as well worthy ſo to be 
placed, ſtood the head only of the ingenious 
Boniger ere& upon a brazen winged colomn. 
This is the man( ſaid he ) who firſt gave the 
vigorous motion to the ſhip, that by the help 
of an artificiall primun: movens Within it, and 
but one man to move the ſame engin ( which 
is placed on the ſide of the Veſlel ) it failes 
withour help of oares, in the greateſt calm, 
& ſometimes againſt wind and tide. This 15 
the man that contrived the Horizontal ſales, 
by which chree ploughs may go together,% at 
one time both plough,ſow and harrow. The 
ſame man likewiſe ( ſaid he ) invented the 
flying chariots to be born up in the air,under- 
neath whoſe cthgies theſe words in great gilc 
letters were Writren, 


V entorum Dominius Oceaniquey 
Hic in vadg nuijracy equitat 
Thomas Boniger, 


Nexttohim he ſhewed me the ſtatue of f.Neper 
Baron of Merchiſton who firſt invenced the 
whole uſe of Logarithmes. And next to him were 
ere&ed the ſtratues of Fobannes Regiomontanusy 
who made” the wooden Eagle and iron tlie; 


and 
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And Eraſmus Kheinhold, who tranſcended all 


in the rules of Tangents and Secants. And not 
far from theſe he f1gnally pointed out the ſta- 
tue of that moſt learned Geometrian Thomas 
Harriot, who was the firſt, he told me, that 
found out the 2adratyre of the Circle, &c. 
There is alſo ( {aid he) the perfe& effiges of 
your Learned Dr. Harvey,the happy Auchour 
of, the bloods C:rculation,which 1] vewed with 
this Inſcription underneath ir, 


Du; motum Circnlationis dedit Sanguiniz 
Hic Stator elt perpeturs 
Dr. John Harveyus. 


With the proſpe& of more of theſe your Ey- 
ropean inventou s,as the inventours, of clocks 
and pendulous,of Wind-guns and wind- Jacks, 
of Brachygraphy, and Chorography, the in- 
genious contriver of preſerving chimnies from 
imoking ; of the Reviellirs, which at the ſame 
inſtant ſound the alaram, ſtrike fire, light the 
candle, & of making the tenth part of fre ſerve 
for brewing, by placing the Cauldron and 
makins the furnance exatly : Of the Expul- 
ſative powder : Of making a little veſlel ro 
{wim under water undiſcovered, to blow up 
ſhips,bridges and houſes: with many other 
of our own l{land Inventonrs, (all whoſe ex- 
cellent piCtures are either in tables, or engra- 
ven, or caſt in brafs, or other metcals)I could 
entertain you longer ; but {ince you are now 
here I will otherwiſe ( ſaid he )) entertain 
your 
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your phanſie ( leaſt ro much of the ſame 
ſhould breed a nauſea ) in ſhewing you thoſe 
rarities of nature and Philoſophical ſecrets, 
which being not vulgar, will by the vulgar 
ſcarce be underſtood or believed. | 
Thereupon he carried me to a little cloſet 
at the end of that gallery, whoſe door at his 
firſt knock one of the Fraternity opened : who 
with a complacent deſire to ſatisfy my greedy 
curiofhty, was willing to expoſe whatſoever 
rarity Foabin pleaſed to call for. Foebin told 
him, that for his part he durſt not be ſo bold: 
but whatſoever he pleaſed freely co commu» 
nicate, or letus ſee, he ſhould cake for a very 
great favour. Hereupon he immediately 
reached forth ofa little Ark, wherein many 
rarities were placed, a Loaditone far bigger 
then that which holds up Mahomets towb in 
Mecha. This is the truely pretious ſtone, of 
ſuch divine uſe ( ſaid he ) chat by its chart- 
table dire&ion it not only ciments the divi- 
ded World into one body politic, maintain- 
ing trade and ſociety with the remoteft 
parts and Nations,but is in many other things 
of rare uſ= and ſervice. I ſhall not open all 
Irs properties ( ſaid he) moſt of them being 
already known amongſt you Erropeans: I will 
only unfold this uſefull and moſt admirable 
conclulion upon it, and which hath been bur 
lately here experimentally diſcovered; which 
1sS this. I wo needles of equal ſize being touch- 
ed together at the ſame time wich this Stone, 
and ſeverally ſet on two tables with the Al- 
, E2 pha-

phabet written circularly abour them ; two 
friends, thus prepared and agreeing on the 
time, may correſpond at never ſo great a di- 
{tance. For by turning the needle in one 
Alphabet, the ocher in che diſtanc table will 
by a (ſecret Sympathy turne ir ſelf after the 
Iike manner. This ſecret was firſt experimens 
ted here by one Lam»ran,who being (uſpeted 
of Apoltacy,becauſe of his great intimacy with 
one Alchmerin,his friend and a Jew, and his 
Iircle adhefton ro ſome of his opinions, was 
ſent into the [{land © Converſion cloſe prifo- 
ner : who there to ho%! conſtant intell;gence 
with his inriare, fiiit found out this admira- 
ble inventiv:, And therewith he ſhewed me 
thoſe two very tables by which, during that 
his confinement, thus they commun cated their 
thoughts each to other. He next ſhewed 
me a Selenoſcope to view the Moon, Stars and 
new planets, and a rare Microſcope, wherein 
the eyes, legs, mouth, hair and eggs of a 
Cheelmite,as well as the bloud running in 
the veins ofa Lowce, was ealily to be di- 
ſcerned, 

Then he brought forth che great Burning- 
Glaſs which Proclus made, wherein the Sun- 
beams contrated might like lightning fire 
{hivs at a very great diſtance. The ſame, he 
told me, Archimedes imitated when the Ro- 
mans belteged Syracuſe. Here is allo, ſaid he, 
that ducktile glaſs, which Faber the Inventour 
thereof firft preſented to Tiberinvs Ceſar, which 
is ſo plyable that it 15 not cally ro be broken, 
yeilding 
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yeilding to the ſtroak of the hammer like fil- 
ver or Iron, and which, though we dayly 
make of the ſame, we preſerve as a ſacred 
Reliquein memory of the Inventour whom 
he put to death. Then he produced our of a 
large vial ſome of that Powder is called Synr- 
patheticall, and is now grown common in 
Exrope alſo. This is ( ſaid he) the mol} 
ſalubrious balſom in che World, and cures all 
wounds that are not mortal], in a very ſhort 
time, at diſtance- It is made ( ſaid he _) only 
of the pureſt vitriol calcined white in the Sun, | 
to Which we add the gum of Tragacanth 3 
this ſtrewed on the blooly cloath or weapon, 
the ſpirics of the Vitriol incorporating with 
the blood, the wound by attra&tion of light 
and of the Sun heals; the atomes and {pirirs 
of the blood by diffuſion participating eircher 
. heat or cold. So that if the wound be kept 
clean onely and in moderate hear ( as this in- 
corporation of blood and powder on the 
cloath muſt be )) in three dayes the wound 
ſhall be cicarrized and perfe&ly healed. And 
without ic I wonder (faid he )wby you Euro- 
pxans will go where warrs and fightings are 
ſo much in requeſt and ſo frequent, 

Then our of a lictle box he produced ſome 
of that powder, which he called Expulſative, 
ten grains of which mixt ( ſaid he )with half 
the ordinary quantity of Gunpowder for a 
charg, ſhall ſend the buller as far agin our of 
a Canon, as a full charg of the other fimply, 
and do the tame execution : and fo propoi ti 
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nably to the powder out of leſſer guns. 

Theſe two lamps which you here behold 
( faid he ) ſhinning In theſe two large and 
cloſe ſtoprt vialls, are of Incumbufible oy/,which 
( ſo as no air comes to it ) will never be ex- 
tint : the oy] being compoſed of a bitumi- 
nous liquor & that pitchy Naptha,which flows 
out of a kind of brimſtone-lime near Babylox. 

Then he ſhewed me ( for to me as a Stran- 
ger he moſt addreſſed himſelf) Archimedes 

is ſilver Spheare ofheaven he made, where 
the Sun, Moon and Planets kept rheir order- 
ly courſes according to nature, as the fixed 
ſtars their ſet ations, by an artificial Engine 
within, moving each wheel and ſphear to 
true and cxa&diftance of time and proportion 
of figure. Thelike, ſaid he, your Emperour 
Fardinand ſent to Solyman the great Turk, 
bur that was nothing ſo exaCt, or near ſo larg 
as this. 

Then he brought a ſmal vial of rarifyed 
water,in which the dult of a Roſe or any other 

lan incinerate and burne ro Aſhes , the re- 
maining ſalt ſurviving in thoſe aſhes & pur in- 
to that revivefying liquor, the Foſe or 
planc ſhall reſume irs priſtine ſhape and co- 
lour. 

Then he ſhewed me ordinary Ice, petrifyed 
and ſo hardened by arc ( he faid }) that it was 
as uſeful] as ordinary glafſe or Chriftal , 
thongh not ſo traniparenr, and which no {mal 
fre ſhould thaw. With ſeveral other the like 


rarities he entertained me till ſuch time as 
the 
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the feaſt was ended, and Verdugs his inventi- 
on was enrolled. And then, with thanks 
given to him for this great favour, Foabin led 
me back to the reſt of our fellows _ kept 
their ftationsin the great Hall : whither we 
ſaw Verdygo led and attended back in the 
ſame Order he went thence; and ſeated in a 
chair of Crimſon velvet at the foot of a liccle 
Throne covered wich the ſame and richly 
embroiderd with Gold, having a rich Cano- 
py of ſtate overit of the ſame in the midit of 
the itage, whereon ſate the Father of So/omons 
houſe that had adopted him. On the other 
fide at his foot on a Cuſhion of ſtate ſomewhac 
lower fate Minerva : Hereon after moſt ra- 
viſhing Muſic and ſeveral (cxnes filently re- 
praſented to the eye, wasaGted to life with 
Roſcian meen, a pleaſant and moſt facetious 
Comedy; in which the Arts were all in witty 
contentions #mulous of precedency. The 
Paſtoral being ended, and all the o©- 
ther ſcznes in curious Landskip repreſented 
to the admiration and joy of cach ſpeRatour, 
the Father deſcended from his Throne , and 
gave Verdugo thanks in the name of Solagrona, 
and behalf of the whole I{land, for his great 
induſtry,care and paines in the happy diſco- 
very and effe&ing of that his noble invention: 
Wiſhing God might bleſſe and proſper all his tu 
ture endeavours. Verdugo returned his thanks 
alſo with a grateful ackowledgment afrer mu- 
tual embraces and ſolenn leave taking, and 


then all the company as filent as che nighc 
P 4 ( which 
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( which was then almoſt approached)difſolved 
each one betaking himſelf ro his ſeveral home, 
and we to ours upon our Mules, which there at 
the gate ſtood ready for us. The next Morning 
F went betime to the Seminary of Law ſtudents, 
which was a fair and ſpatious build ing con- 
fiſting of three large Courts,in the middlemoſt 
whereof the Alcaldorems inhabit, the other 
two being filled with the Procyratorans, Ad= 
vocatorems and other Officers of ſmaller note 
belonging to that Svciety. In the midſt of this 
middle Conrt on the right hand of it ( as I 
was direCed ) I aſcended about fix ſteps, and 
then entred the lodgings of that good and 
learned A!ca/dorem ( who before had invited 
me thither ) thoſe being very ſpatious , 
neat and gravely furmthed. He was not mar - 
ried ( as few of the Alcaldorems there be ) not 
that they are inhibited marriagey bur in 
caſe they be not marcyred before they are ad- 
vanced to the ſeat of Judicarure, they (ſeldom 
marry after. Partly to avoid the jealoulte of 
others through the temptation of a caverous 
wife, who may be wroight upon with gifts to 
movethe Judge in private to favour ſuch or 
ſuch a party, or at leaft be ſuſpe&ed (o to do: 
And partly to avoid the trouble of Qecono- 
mics, their whole tire being taken up in the 
indy of the Lawes and the due adminiftration 
of public Juſtice. For they are very intent 
and upright ( as the Jew had informed me ) 
never liftning co any cauſe before it be 
brought before them in open courr, to be de- 
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cided immediately upon hearing. Aﬀeer he 
had led me through a long Gallery furniſhed 
round with the moſt eminent Alcaldorems 
pi&ures of that Iſland ; he brought me into 
a very fair library conſiſting altogether of 
Lawbooks,Civil,Canon, and Municipal of all 
Nations :_ at the upper end of which in . gol- 
den CharaQers on Black Marble was Gods 
Law inſcribed, which he delivered to Moſes in 
the ten Commandements.Now my Friend (ſaid 
he ) not to let you wander in this Labyrinth 
of learning, I ſhall ſhew you according to my 
pronuſe the Codes and Infitutes of Law par- 
ticularly belonging to this our Ifland of Zeu- 
ſalem. Atwhich I bowed and followed him 
cloſe as he condu&ed me by the hand, to the 
upper end of rhat Library : where opening 
the door of a fair inner Repoſitory juſt under- 
neath the Law of Moſes, he brought me into 
that leffer Vatican, whence out of a gilded 
Ark all covered with Moſaic work of the 
beſt ſort, he took me out a fair Folio rarely 
bound and covered with crimſon velvet and 
emboſſed with Gold. Herein, he told me, 
( this being one of therten Codes) was the 
tundamentall Law not of that Ifland alone, 
but of all other Kingdomes and Natjons, this 
being the Original whence all other Nationall 
Conſtitutes were firſt derived. Having unclaſp- 
ed it, and opened its leaves full of red Cha- 
raters, he offered ir me ro kifſe firſt, which I 
did, and then ro peruſe, But though the 
hands were all ſeemingly very legible, yet b:- 
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ing written by their ſeveral Kings in their Na- 
tive Language, which I ſo little underſtood, 
I humbly requeſted him, that as he had alrea- 
dy been pleaſed to dilate upon them, ſo that 
he would alſo do me the favour farther to in- 
terpret. Herein he ſhewed a great willing- 
neſs ro inform me farther, but ro prevent me 
of that happineſs, an A!grazillan ſummoned 
him away to do ſpeedy Juſtice, This muſt 
not at all be negle&ed; therefore My Friend 
( ſaidhe ) have me excuſed at this time : when 
I am at leiſure you ſhall conimand me farther. 
So he went immediately and put on his pur- 
ple rob, whilſt I crook my humble leave of him 
and went home. 

The next day Foabin came to us,and would 
needs ſhew us the City { which we had bur 
ſuperticially viewed before ( with the ſeveral 
Churches,Palaces, Noblemens bouſes, Hoſpitals, 
Noſocomies, Gardens, Groves, Grottoes, and 
other raricies of greateſt fame in it. This was 
( as he rold me ) the largeſt, moſt beautiful 
and populous City, next tothe Imperial one 
wherein Se/omona relides, of the whole 1tland. 
This Bellatore ( fo was the City we lived in 
called ) was ſ{cicuate upon a little riſe in an 0- 
pen level Countrey,& about ſome eight miles 
in circuit, I wo ftaes of it were invironed with 
a large watergrafr,and within upon the verge 
or bank ſet with ſix rowsig equal diſtance with 
cal Pine and tirr crees.lt had wwelve gares and 
rwenty four towers,two Towers being placed 
berwecn every Gate of equal height aud big- 
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neſs. The whole Fabric of buildings, which 
was all of one height in the ſame ſtreet, was 
ſeated within the wals without any adjoyning 
Suburbs. The ſtreets (which were all thicty 
foot in breadth ) were paved through with 
great ſtones of Marble,ſuch as the Houſes were 
all built with on the fides, and in the midft 
with large round and very {ſmooth ſtones, 
the drills and water Channels being on each 
fide of the high way near the houſes. Every 
houfe there had leaden Cilſternes to preſerve 
all the rain water that fell from the houſes, 
this being for rnany uſes conceived betrer then 
any other. But the moſt neceſſary uſe of it 
is, at any drought when the ſprings ſhould 
chance to fail; or the Pipes be faulty. Ar 
each door of their houſes alſo they had lefler 
receptacles for the Urine, which they uſed for 
ſome lands, as well as ro make ſalt Peter with. 
On each {de of the ſtreers were marble pillard 
Cloiſters to walk dry under in the Winter 
and cool in the Summer; Some of the pillars 
being inlaied with Jaſper, Onzx and other 
retious ſtones, Almoſt through the midft 
ofthe City ran the ftacely river Guavalarez 
famous for his ſpring in curing many diſeaſes. 
Lpon this river within the walls ſtood fix 
ſtately ſtrong bridges, ſo broad and fo high 
that ſhips of good burthen mighe ſail under 
them. The Citadel was invironed as in an 
Ifland with: this ſtately river, and fortified 
with two wet grafts belides; to which their 
was no paſlages but by drawbridges, and 
thole

Thoſe counterſcituate. Having. ſhewed me 
that alſo with its inexpugnable ſtrength 

which 1s rarely permitted to any Strangers 
eſpecially ) he led me tothe Chri/t Church Ca- 
thedral,icituate upon the higheſt part in the 
City, next that whereon the Cittadel ſtands, 
which overlookt and commanded all the town. 
From a pleaſant rowre of this Mother Church 
he fhewed me at once the reſplendent glory of 
the whole town,the curious pile whereof being 
compa@ of ſuch uniform buildings all covered 
with Copper,beautified with pilt pinacles,and 
high well formed Towers, was fo pleaſant a 
proſpe&t, thar I ſtood amazed and dazled 
with the luſtre, being unwilling to move 
thence, I was ſo raviſhed with admiration 
and delight, We deſcended at laſt into the 
body of the Church, in which were no pewes 
for any tolit and leep in, only ſeveral rows 
of matts thick (et for the people to kneel on;for 
eaſe, he told me , helps devotion , whereas 
hardſhip and ſuffering at ir diſtrafs the mind 
and makes it ſeem tedious. Here the Women 
kneel or ſtand abour the upper pa: t of ir, ſur- 
rounded with the females of their Families, 
that they may not be ſeen of the men,who 
ſtand lower amidft their male Servants. The 
firſt cuſtom is to teach their families good di- 
ſcipline by example abroad, the latter of par- 
ting the ſexes 1s to prevent diſtraftion,and 
that adultery which may be commirred with 
the eye. Tothis purpoſe the men there wore 


black Cypreſle yeils,though they were bare- 
headed, 
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feaded, and the Women white veils over 
their heads and face, loſely hanging, It was 
odoriferous, lightſome, and glorious ; the 
heavenly Muſic alwaies reſounding between 
both the ſacrifices of Morning and Evening 
without any noiſe or diſcourſe, The gates 
alwayes in the day time ftood open, the men 
enrring and going out alwayes at one, and 
the Women at another. Here he ſhewed me 
che moſt elegant pifaure of the Church Mili- 
tant,myReriouſly but lively drawn by Titiax 
in a large table, and hung on the South- 
ſide wall. The armes under it were thus diCſ-- 
played : over a field argent watered with 
rears Guttee Gules, a Chief Nebulee Sable. 


' Underneath them was this motto in their own 


language,which he rendred to me in Spaniſh: 
Tears and prayers are the Churches Arms. On 
the one ſide of it was the picture at large of 
Hieruſalem and the Saviour weeping over it. 
On the other the pourtraic of hum in his zeal 
ſceurging the the buyers and ſellers our of 
the Temple, moſt expreſſively drawn co the 
life by the ſame hand ; with this holy cexc 
underneath it 'in Greek, My bouſe ſhall be cal» 
led & houſe of prayer. Right oppohtite on che 
North-fide wal ſtood that large & famous Ori- 
ginal of Michael! Angelo,which depainted our 
Saviours ſecond comming at the day of Judg- 
ment. In ſhort, it was every where adorned 
with the choiceſt and moſt divine pieces that 

were ever any where to beſecn. 
Having viewed the Church round wich all 
its 
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ed for Morning nv ſooner appeared, but 7" 
abin accompanied with thirteen Carrioless 
defired that the whole company would be 
{pettators of that ſolemn feſtivicy, to which 
purpole he had brought ( he ſaid ) Carrioles 
enough and thoſe convenient for us all. His 
importunity would not admit of any denyal, 
ſo that we all aſcended into them as he had 
ordered our places,& advanced ſomewhat be- 
fore funrife. Sometimes drawn by land, and 
otherwhiles at certain ſtages by water, that 
evening we arrived at a convenient Vento or 
Inn in the midway, where we had all conve- 
niencies and reſpe& imaginable beſides our 
enterteinment,which was Gratis to us Stran- 
gers only. The next morning we again pre- 
vented the ſun by our early advance, in re- 
gard we were to reach the Court that day, 
which we did in good time with much eaſe 
and pleature. Burt by the Way a litcle be- 
fore noon we entred one of the three Univer 
lities, wherein was the moſt famous Colledg 
of Agriculture that the Iſland afforded. Here 
after we had refreſhed our ſelves, to paſs a» 
way two or three howers of the hotteſt part 
of the day, he brought me acquainted with 
the Providoran General and Principle then 
of that famous Colledge. A reverend old 
man he was,and no leſs learned in the hiftory 
of nature, then full of curteous humaniry 
both in his diſcourſe and carriage, He firlt 
ledusinroa very fair phyſic Garden, where- 
in he told us were almoſt as miany medecina- 
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its decent bravery, curious ſculptures, and 
rare antiquities, with its library / which each 
Church, he told me, there had one ) he re- 
rurned home with me,and by the way inform- 
ed me of a ſplendid appearance Solomona was 
co make in public the third day after,npon ac- 
caiion of a great horſe-race with other inno-» 
cent paſtimes' wherewith the people enter- 
rained the King that whole day. * Now if 
. your (elf ( ſaid he) or as many as will of 
your company, pleaſe to go to the Imperial 
City, you fhall ride thitherward to morrow 
morning, and their I thall uſe the means that 
you ſhall not only kiſſe our Ss/omonoxes ſtole, 
but behold che gaities and ſolemnities of that 
grand appearance , with the modeſt port 
and quier government of that glorious 
Courr , and the magnificent Stru&ures 
thereof. 

Hereat having anticipated theſe future 
proſpe&s by a right ſuppoſal of their tranſcen- 
dent excellencies beyond all we had yer ſecn, 
I accepted of his kind offer- with grear joy 
and alacrity,and told him, that fince he was 
pleaſed to undertake the trouble,we would all 
attend him that voyage at the day. Fozbin 
then taking his leave at the door of 
the Strang=rs houſe,whicher his civility had 
returned me, willed me and the reft of our 
company that detigned that voyage .C which 
he hoped would be all }) to be ready in our 
beſt Equiypage very early next mormng, when 
he would not fail to be with us. The with- 
ed 
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plants and herbs as he believed Solomon knew, 
at leaſt as are any where now to be found 
ſerviceable for the uſe of man or beaſt. Ha- 
ving obſerved there the many rarities, he was 
pleaſed to ſhew me particularly there grow- 
ing, as the ſenſible plant, Semper-vivum, Saf- 
fron, Liquoras, Rice, Carroway, Anice,Grum- 
well, Virga Aurea , Elicampane, with many 
more, He took me by the hand and led me a 
little out of the T own over the river on the 
backſide of that Garden which invironed that 
other great Nurſery ( as he called ic) and 
contained about a thouſand Acres. Herein, 
ſaid he, we dayly try ſeveral experiments of 
ſetting , ſowing, planting, grafting,” ino- 
culating , meliorating the Earth with ſeve- 
ral] Compoſts ; as the dry with Marle, the 
lean and hungry with dung of Pigeons, Mans, 
or Horſes, Soot, Scaſand or Owle, Chalk, 
&c. the Sandy with Mud, the Cold with 
Aſhes; the rich with Brakes, Straw, Sea- 
weeds, Folding of Sheep, &c, all which, as 
we find the Ground, we uſe andapply to it. 
But if you delight in Husbandry, which is 
bur the quickning of Nature by art, I ſhall 
briefly tell you of fome of our cuſtonss of re- 
marque, which diſcourſe I greedily embra- 
cing , whillt we ſat together in a cool ſhady 
Grotto by the River tide, he farther hinted 
to me thus. That inthat plat which belong- 
ed to his Colledg of Agrigulture, of which he 
was ( he ſaid ) the Principle, they did dig all 
the Ground , becauſe the ſpade goes deeper 
then 
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then the plongh,and kills all weeds and graffe 
beſt, Allour ſtudy here is to improve a little 
ground well with liccle pains and charges. 
For we conceivethe well improving of a ſmall 
Iſland better then che conquering of a new 
large Kingdom. That we may do this in all 
Places alike and to the purpoſe, we uſe the 
means; and they are theſe: We buy in all 
Commons, for they rather make poor then 
maintain them ; therefore thofe which we 
have had were either long ſince bought in 
by the Providerans in every particular Pro- 
vince, or divided by them amongſt che in- 
habirants adjoyning, who had right therein, 
according to their righe and due proporti- 
ons : One tuch acre thus encloſed and im» 
proved being now* more þbeneficiall ro the 
meaneſt of them, then fower were b:fore 
in Common, Next we ſearch all grounds 
for Iron, Tinn, Lead, Gold, Silver, and 
all other beneficial things whatſoever; like- 
wiſe we enjoyn all husbandwmen co le:rch cher 
Grounds tour beneficiall Earths, iuch as 
Marle, Chalke, Fullers Earth and the like, 
in the {carch of which they often find ſe- 
veral precious ſtones, uſeful compoſts, and me- 
dicinal Earths, 

Though we breed many ſtout Hortes tos 
wards the Maritim parts, thar by looking 
on the Sea they may acquire more fterce- 
neſs, and become more emboldned for fie|4- 
ſervice; they being here ſeldom employ- 
ed otherwiſe. Yet we conceive that Oxen 
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being leſs Subje& to diſeaſes, and maintained 
with leſs coſt and crouble,and will ſuffer more 
hard{hip, royl & labour, are fitter then horſes 
for the plouga or wagon,and are here there- 
fore molt uſed. 1n many places alſo,efpecially 
where the (treets are even,we uſe great MaſtitF 
dogs, { of which here we breed many ) to 
draw up and down the {treers things upon 
fledges,made low on purpoſe, and running on 
four little wheels. By this» means one ſtout 
dog that is fed with little or no charge, ſhall 
carry or draw as much as any three men. 
That we may not want workmen,the Provido-= 
ran furniſheth us on the ſuddain with harveſt- 
men,either of the condemned collar-men or e- 
ther freemen out of the adjoyning next City. 
So that in one day, notice beforehand given 
him, any mans harveſt may be cur and inned 
with little charge and trouble, That theſe 
Country Farmers nay live plentifully, pay 
their rent and lay up , every farm of ſuch a 
value 15 to maintaiu ſo many hives of Bees 
for Wax and honey, with which as with Cur- 
rans , Baſs, Damſins, Mulberies, Cherries , 
Pine Appies,Pears and Apples,( of which laſt we 
have above 200.ſpecies)many excellent drinks 
are made to keep their familes and ſell belides. 
And that they may not want good wines, be- 
des what the Vineyards afford, each one 
on the Southſide of all his Houſes, Stables, 
Barnes, and outhouſes is bound to ſet the beſt 
Grapes, that thus they may ſooneſt ripen. 
For fireing and other neceſſary uſes, they are 
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enjopned to plant in all their woods( eſpeci- 
ally near home )i{wift growers, as the Ab/e- 
tree, the Aſh, Sallow Aspe, Willow,tor hoopes 
and hoppoles. Likewiſe chey are injoyned 
to plant near their houſes Almonds, Olives, 
Cheſants, Walnuts, and QNuinces. Thoſe 
whoſe farmes are of the largett value are ob- 
liged to maintain ſo many boxes of Sjlk- 
worms, for the keeping of which they are 
to plant Mylberry Trees proportionable , on 
whoſe leaves they feed with lirtle charge. 
The great prcdudtt and gain by them( as he 
demontrated,together with the wayes of pre- 
ſerving them,which were very ingenious Tis 
{aid he, ſcarce credible, Our next chief care 
1s to prevent miſchicts, and in particular mil- 
dews and (muctineſs of Corn 3 1. By chang- 
ing each year the ſpecies of grain. 2]y. By 
timing the ground and corn, which laft pre- 
ſerves it from birds & worms alſo.For preſerv- 
ing your Orchard,we firſt prune the crees wel! 
from Mofle,Miſleto & fuckers: ſometimes ope- 
ning the roots,aud reheving them with a new 
compott.In ſhore thoſe things which grow bet 

of {lips,as Currans, Oninces, Quidlings, Gooſebe- 
ries,@c.we never {ct the kernels,though others 
are beſt to fer, which we do accordingly, as 
experience teaches for the beſt. 

We likewiſe 1njoyn thoſe farmers of the 
beſt value of all co maintain fiſhponds and de- 
quoyes; that thus when the weather is nor 
ſeaſonable co ſhoot flying, they may be ſure 
of fowl at all times. To prevent his farther 
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diſconrſe in came two Gardiners with each of 
them a large Cornucopia in his hand, full of all 
the variety of fruicthe ſeaſon then atforded, 
Having taitel ſome of the chotceſt he recoms 
mended, with ſome of his choiſer cool drinks 
and Wines of the place, he maile us raft a> 
freſh of his ſingular humanity by accompa= 
nying us back to our Yexts, where he civilly 
lefc 11s, and where the reſt of our Compar'y 
( though the envious time would no: Jcarried 
for & waited on us. Arrived at lait at. che tull 
view Of the pallace,we ſtood enamored with the 
delicious proſpect of that vaſt Emporium, it be- 
ing the Jarge{t Ciry of that Kingdom,though 
altogeather unfortifed, except with faithful 
Ciryzens, for thus open lay all the inland 
Cities. There were we carryed to the 
Strangers houte, another ſtatc]y place built 
according to the model of the former, bur 
ſomewhat larger : where our quiet repoſe 
and ſplendid entertainment made us forget 

our former travels. | 
Now the Morning ſtar no ſooner appeared 
ro uſher in the third dayes light, but Foabir 
came again to us to conduf us to the Grand 
- Palacezwhere having led us through many fair 
ſtreers & ſtately Piarzaes,we at laſt came to rhe 
Imperial Palace, whoſe magnificent and mighty 
{rufure at firſt view made us ſtand amazed, 
Before it was a ſpatious court, thick fer with 
tall Cypreſs trees, Pines and Jel{inines inrows, 
in the mud't of which a white marble foun- 
tain was erectsd aud held up by cight brazen 
Lyons 3 
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Lyons; each of them according to the an« 
tique Roman manner pouring out of their 
mouths the Chriftalline water. Over the 
portal of the Palace, whoſe Baiis and Chap- 
ters were of poliſhed marble and gilded 1ma- 
geric, were 7uftice and Fortitude in their pro» 
per habics deſcribed; the gaies themſelves 
being all of Cedar gilt, very high and 
ſtately, 

The Palace was quadrant, and at each Can- 
ron a high Tower ( which ſeemed ro be of 
ſhining Faſper ; for here they but adorn their 
houſes and walls with them,(having no other 
Opinion of pretious ſtones then of painted 
glafſe or ſhels, which for their diverſity of 
colours pleaſe theeye only having in them- 
ſelves no real intrinſic value ) did ere& his 
ſtately head. Allthe walls both within and 
without were ſplendidly decke with the Sta- 
tues of all the Roman Emperours, Virgins, 
and Matroxs, and with divers other famous 
Antiquities : the Windows ( whoſe barrs 
were of filver _) being all very high, double 
leafed and of ſquare malleable glaſs. Inthe 
firſt Court,which was 18e yards ſquare, and 
called Martial, the Pillars and Arches were 
all of Moſaick wofkgand ſupported with Lyons, 
Tygers, Ounces, Leopards and Griffins, ſo live- 
ly caft in braffe and painted, that they look- 
ed as if they would affail the ſpe&atours that 
approached them. Jn the midft of rhis court 
an Obelisk of wonderful art all of ſhining 
Copper, did ſet forth on the one fide the 
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proud {quadrons of the Romans, and on the 
Other the Carthaginian Camp in warlick e- 
Uuipage : the valiant Hannibal leading the 
One Army,and that invincible African Scipio 
the orher. One the otherfide ſtood thoſe maſ- 
culine ſpirits, Fabins Maximus the buckler of 
Rome, and Marcus Furius Camillys the (word, 
fighring in the high Capitol in his Countries 
defence: Mutins Scevola, Ceſar , Pompey , A4-= 
Iexander and Marcus V arro the happy Conſul. 
Of the Spaniſh Heroes, Theodoſius the great, 
the Valiant C:d Ruis, Dias, Bernard del Car- 
Pio, Hernand, Goncales , Fonſeca, Don Lewis 
of Villanova, Sancho, Ferdinando and Charles 
the Emperour, Of the French Chiefceyns , 
none bur Charles the great,the founder of the 
Weſtern Empire, and the late puiſſant Hen- 
#y the fourth. Right oppoſite ſtood all the 
Valiant oppolers of the Mahsmetan Empnire, 
particular)y thole of the Vexetian State, and 
Matthias Corvinrs.A little above all ſtood the 
invincible Fobannes Hunneades his father,arm- 
cd all over cap apy,brandiſhing a naked ſword 
mn his right hand, with many dead mens ſeuls, 
heads, and armes at his feet. This is that 
renouwned Hungarian{ ſaid Foabin ) who fo 
valiantly reſiſted the Turks incarſtons, and 
ſlew of tham 50059 at the battail at Naxoz. 
Aﬀcer we had tufticiently beheld theſe heroxc 
Champions,he led us up into a large rich Hal, 
whoſe lciling was of carved Ivory, and walls 
embeliſhed with moſt lively Pourraifts. There 
was Lucretia Killing her (elf in very _— 
an 
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and Artemiſia wailing over her husband Mau- 
folus monument, with ſome wonder why ic 
ſhould be reckoned one of the Worlds ſeven 
wonders. There was the chaft Spaniſh Coronelle 
committing her body to the devouring flames, 
rather then ſuffer her ſoul ro flame with the 
leaft incentive or thought of luſt, At the 
end of the hall in a large table Cydies repre- 
ſenced the Argoxants, for which Hortenſius the 
Oratour paid 144000 Seſterces- And nexc 
to that he ſhewed us an Original made by 
Pauſias wherein his Glycers was repreſented, 
with a chapler of flowers in her hand mot ele- 
gantly plaited and twiſted, the counterfait 
of which for two talents of filver Lucius Lucul- 
lus bought of Dionyſius a painter of ' Athens. 
With theſe and divers others chaſt and vertu- 
ous Dames was the Hall furniſhed round, for 
other women living there were none: none 
being permitted to lodg in that holy Court 
or to be there inthe day time, unleſs on cer- 
tain Feftivals,when permitted, and that but 
ſellom,Afrer we hadfwell viewed theſe chaſt fi- 
oures,we deſcended by ſome marble ſteps into 
another ſquare Court larger then the former, 
whoſe rich beauty exceeded the other,az much 
as the ſubſtance doth the ſhadow. For the pave- 
ment was of pretious chequered marble, the 
walls & windows all gilt,and in the midſt Roo1 
an Obeliſk gf one intire ſtone, half as high a« 
gain as that which Sixtus Bnjintys cauſed tobe 
tranflated from the Vatican, and now fands 
neer Sr, Peters Church in Rome, On this 1n 
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lively figures were cut the perfe& Effigies-of 
ell the Kings of that Ifland of Benſalem, and 
him you ſee ſtanding on the top of all ( ſaid 
he ) is the pourtraic of A/tabiz in Corinthian 
Mettall and guilded ; and this Court/ſaid he) 
is the Court Royal, Having viewed the glort- 
ous ſtatues, 1n all their richly gilt capariſons, 
moſt of them being adorned with pearl and 
many prerious ſtones, we paſſed through the 
glorious Temple of good Works ( whoſe walls 
engraven cell all the hiſtory of the Savjours 
works and paſſion ) into the third Quadrant, 
This 1s che Imperial abode ( (aid he ) larger 
then any of the other Courts. It was ſet with 
Orang, Lemmon, Pomgranate, and Mulbe- 
ry trees, and called the Court of Reſfi- 
gence 

Hence we aſcended by many ſtately black 
marble ſteps into the chamber of Preſence, 
where $o/omouz was tending and eonverfing 
with his ancient and prime Nobles, whom he 
familiarly called the Copartxyers of his care. 
With theſe he did alwayes confer & mature- 
ly deliberate about all his civil affairs: it 
being his wonted ſaying ( as I was after told) 
that it was much fitter that he ſhould embrace 
the fairhful advice of ſuch and ſo many ju- 
dicious friends (for ſo he called all his Coun« 
ſellours ) then that they all ſhould follow and 
ſubmic co his ſingle will. He was very plain- 
ly attired, as all his Nobles were, only di- 
Ringuithed by his broach of Diamonds and 


Rubies of the figure of a Croſs, on his — 
like 
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like Coronet; the reſt of that Order of the 
Holy Croſſe wearing theirs alwayes at their 
breafts. He was of middle ſtature, ſomewhat 
fair and ruddy,and in whoſe mild and feren 
aſpe& might be diſcovered thoſe inward ver- 
tues and Graces which did adorn his noble 
ſoul. For as Foabin then informed me, whilſt 
he was buſic in diſcourſe, he was the lively 
exat exemplar of all princely vertues, in 
whom nothing was wanting that was requiſite 
to make a Prince both loved, feared and ad- 
mired, His piety to God by his frequent 
addreſſes to him in his public and private de- 
votion was eminent, His indulgent Love to 
his Subje&s, whom he called his Children; 
and his Charity to relieve the diſtreſſed was 
admirable. For thoſe ſubje&s that decayed, 
he relieved : And where he became heir to 
the goods and lands by treaſon, &c. he re- 
ſtored them co the Child ren of the deceaſed, 
if chrough miſdemeanours they became foi feir 
tohimand the A'raraum Charitatis, he cicthey 
remitted his mogety to the delinquents, or 
gave it ro the publick Treaſoryzit being his u- 
nal ſaying, that Kixgs that grow rich by the 
ſpoil of their Snbjefs ſeldom enjoy their own with 
ſafety. His Chaſtity was lingular,he being ne- 
ver ſeen to converſe with any woman bur 
his Princely ſpouſe or ſome of his neareſt re- 
lations ; or did lye with her after (he proved 
pregnant; ir being his Remarque on unchaſt 
livers; Thatſuch as did not not reverence 


them (elves, would not reverence God, whoſe 
Image 
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Image they did bear, In his Liberalicy he 


was fo beneficent that no deſerving perſon e- 
yer went from his preſence unrewarded. To 
this purpole he erefted Ny Sdrpyrnes, that Tem- 
le ſocalled and dedicated for the diſpenſing 
his good deeds peculiarly, where once a 
day he conſtantly did diſtribute ſome doles, 
or hononr, or advance ſome perſon ; accoun- 
ring ( as Titus Veſpaſian did) that day loſt, 
wherein he had not conferred ſome benefit 
and good on ſome body, In the ſearch of 
truth and hnamane learning he was indefati- 
Sable, alotting fix hours every day to his ftu- 
dies. Afevcre reprover of vice he was ; Fru- 
ga] in his expences, and very ſparing in his 
diet. So abltemious from any ſort of Liquor, 
that between meals he was ſeldom or never 
ſeen to drink ſo much as water ( which was 
his uſual beverage a little ſugared ) and at 
meales bur thrice, and then buc once of wine 
and water mixed. His Clemeacy, Manſuetude 
Evenneſs of mind, Conftancy, Courage , knows 
ledge of the Laws whilſt he him(elf would of- 
ren ſet in judicature, were all wonderful, But 
to enumerate all his Princely endowments 
( ſaid he ) as his ſtrength of reaſon, Memory 
and imagination, his profound skil in affairs 
of peace or war, his ſubtile 1ntight into men, 
as well as his forts and havens, all which he 
knew ſo well he could tell what' ſhips they 
were capable of, where ſcituate, and with 
what winds to be entred, his skill in ta&icks 
and all civil as well as military exercifes, as 
Ris 
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Riding, Running , Wreſtling, Vaulting , 
Fencing, Shoting, Limming, . &c. with ma- 
ny other the delighted and excelled in; the 
day would not be long enough to name then, 
nor could I poſſibly fer them all forth in their 
native colours. At which pauſe of his I re- 
plyed, Oh bow happy are the people that are go- 
verned by ſuch a Prince, by whoſe efficacious ex- 
ample they muit needs be taught vertue! Solo- 
1049 at that inſtanr caſting his eyes ronnd a- 
bout eſpyed us being ſome ten in number, 
the reſt ſtayed below; and ſoon diſcovering 
us to be Strangers, advanced forward of his 
own accord to us, offering us his ſtole, which 
as we each of us kneeled down to kifle ( as 
we had been inſtru@&ed ) he courteouſly with 
his hand lifced each of us up again, and lo- 
vingly embraced us, faying in the concluſion 
to us all, Friex1s,you are eſpouſed to this court 
and kingdom, where you may live as freely as a= 
ny natural freeborn Subjeis I have, Hereat we 
all bowed low, expreſſing our duties and 
thanfulneſs in that ſubmitſe and filent po- 
ſture. Theſe ceremomies performed we re- 
treated our of the preſeuce inſtantly ( as 
Foabin had inſtruted us ) making three 
low obeyſances az we receded ftill back- 
wards til we were out of it; none pre- 
ſuming there to turne the back parts to Maje- 
ſty unletsin the Church only. 

He then carried us into the fourth Court, 
equal to. the reſt in ſplendour and magnifi- 
cence,in the midſt of which under a high try. 


um- 
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tues, were Statues in braſs, and thoſe double 
vile of the twelve Apoſtles, with deſcriptions 
1n other pillars of their ſeveral Martyrdoms. 
This was called the Court of Vertue. Ha- 
ing viewed this well, we paſſed through a 
ffately Hal/into the Academy it ſelf, to vvhich 
it belonged. The ©vadrangle vvas envi- 
roned on three fides vvith fair Cloifters, the 
Pillars and Arches being of Moſaic, of Gold 
and az4re and other curious colours, like 
that of Amnarodoc at Feſſe in Barbary. This 
is tnat Eminent Academy ( ſaid he ) placed 
here in this glorious Center for the concourſe 
of all the prime ſele&ed Wirs through- 
out the Nation, vvhere they cranflace, vvyrice, 
Licence books, correct others , and purifie 
che native Language tothe higheſt ptcch of 
elegance. Right againft che Hall che Libra- 
ry ranged,vvhich vvas large and magnificent. 
Underneath ic vve palled into the fifch court, 
called che Court of Orpheus. In the midit of 
this, betvven feveral ranks of Lawrel! and Mir- 
tle trees vvas a ([patious fountain vvherein 
Orphers vvas playing on his harp,and raviſhing 
with his divine melody ( vvhich by Water 
vvas artihcially made to reſound j:he appoach- 
ing Nymphs. 

Thence he led us through an outward 
oreen Court fer wich Box, Laurell, Holly, I- 
vy, Firr, Engh, Cipreſſe, Funiper , Tamaris, 
Roſmary, and many other forts of green trees, 
that vvith their Verdure cautcd Spring 
todwe! there all the year long, into a long 
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Padcock courſe, ſomewhat broader then ordie 
nary, railed and ſet round with Firs and Sica- 
mores , about ic mulritudes of People were 
gathered,as well Nobles as Gentry, to behold 
the expeRted race : The race ſoon afrer that 
Solomona was come was thus performed: eight 
Noblemens Fennets were placed in a rank at 
the farther end of the Padock, having no ri- 
ders on them,only a fevy round ratling bells 
were faſtned to the ſaddle $kirts , ſome 
of them made prickly, that when they 
were all ſec forth on running togeather,mighe 
ſpur them forward in the courle : this is our 
way of racing ( (aid he )) performed withour 
any danger or poſſibility of cheat in Horſe- 
manſhip; which is too ofren praftized b 

your European . Jockies and Kiders, The 
race finiſhed the owner of the winning horſe 
received the prize Solomona gave, which was 
a ſilver Baſon filled with 400. Duckats in 
Go'd: the ſame horfe being led away ſoon 
after with a garland on his head triumphant- 
ly and accompanied with divers ſorts of loud 
and (ti}l Mulic. In a large Field adjoyning 
almoſt, in the maidſt thereof ftood an Amphi- 
theater more famous then that Veſpaſian begun 
at Rome and Titus finiſhed. Here indeed ma- 
ny grave Matrons,Noble Ladies and beautiful 
young Lafſes did with cheir beauties adorn 
the theater ; bur theirs were all Native and 
purely Natural. Forhere a painted face 1s 
lookr on as a rotten or painted poſt, and a 
parchcd one as beggarly, For thus they ar. 
gue the natural beauty beſt ; if the face be 
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homely, ſay they, it is ſtill Gods Image, there- 
fore lovely z1if extraordinary beautiful, the 
leſs reaſon by thinking to mend Gods Work- 
manſhip to hide or disfigure any part of that 
divine firmament. . 

Here the moſt excellent in their skil and 
feats of aftivity from all parts of the Nation 
did ſhew their cunning and dexterity. Some 
in Fencing, Running,Wreſtling,others in $hoot- 
ing, Slinging, Leaping, Pitching the Barr, 
Vaulting, Darting and other Paſtoral ſports, 
where for all that overcame were great re- 
wards and prizes given proportionably to 
the Victors deſerts, But above all the reft 
Solomona ſeemed moſt to be taken with one of 
the Davidans or flingers of ſtones, who nor 
only out-threw all che reſt, but dire&ed his 
charge ſo ſurely that he could hit the white 
almoſt every time, and that with ſuch a force, 
that the blow would prove as mortal as Davids 
did to great Gol:ah. 

I then asked Foabin whither Solomona de- 
lighted not alſo in hunting now and then ? 
To which he anſwered Negatively. Not but 
that-he thinks the ſport lawful ( faid ke )-as 
it is healthful for the body : but he accounts 
it loſs of precious time,and ſome kind of cru- 
elty. Not in the Murther of any Wild beaſts, 
{ all as wel thoſe fere nature as other being 
alike ſubje& to mans dominion ) but in the 
violent purſuit of one of them to kil many 
good and ſerviceable Rorſes, Wherefore he 
permits it tothe Juſty Peaſants only to de- 
{troy 
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troy ſuch as are moſt obnoxious, and can 
follow the chace on foot beſt ; ſuppoſing per- 
ſons of quality and enobled with rich endow- 
ments of the Mind, may better recreate them- 
ſelves in leſs tedious and toilſom paſtimes. 
And fince moſt can ſhoot flying, the ſame 
diſlike he hath for hawking ; for there they 
kil choſe ravenous birds inſtead of maiming 
them. All games ac Cards, Dice are here 
diſcarded : only Bowles and Cheſſe ( which 
they play at as they ride ) becaule leſs pro- 
voaking to paſſion, are generally approved off. 
No pleaſures bur the moſt [awful & innocent 
arc liked of,it being a generally received Max= 
im here, That all ſenſual pleaſures are brutiſhz 
accounting it the greateſt pleaſure upon earth, 
next the ſerving of God, the doing of kind- 
neſſes, and the pleaſing remembrance of a 
well a&edLife accompamied with the hopes 
of a future fruition of a better. The Day 
well nigh ſpent in beholding theſe delightful 
ſperts ( in many of which So/omona himſelf 
did contend with ſome of his Noblefſe) he re- 
tired to his Palace, whither we attended him 
alſo to ſee his manner of fitting at ſupper, 
and his attendance thereat 3 waich, ſo ſoon 
as he had viſited the Temple, was thus: His 
Nobles accord@s to their Offices and rankes 
brought in many filver diſhes covered; and 
preſented themon a larg Oval! Table before 
Jim, about the nndſt of which he ſat down fo 
{ſoon as the meat was bleſſed.But(as Foabin in- 
formed me ) only two of thole covered plat= 


ters 
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ters were lined with nieat,and thoſe but fleighe 
ones, of which alſo he cat but ſparingly, Here 
were no feaſters or Natural fools about him 
to make his ſawce pleaſant with more ſawcy 
aiiſwers, as with you they are too uſual ( ſaid 
p_ )in great mens houſes, For the firſt 

ere are looked on but as licenſed knaves , 
the latter are pityed rather; and therfore 
kept private, For here it 1s as great a crime 
eſteemed to mock a man for his weakneſs of 
mind as for his deformity of Body, in neither 
of which he is to be blamed bur piryed, In 
the ſpace of one quarter of an hour or little 
more,the board and room was all cleared with 
greatorder and filence. His Nobles and great 
Offcers did immediately after ear altogeather 
in the great Hal/, In this Interval So/omone 
withdrew himſelf after his accuſtomed manner 
through a long privy Gallery which led to: 
his Queens Court on the other fide of the ri» 
ver, to vilit her and his relations. The Nos 
bles all diſpatching their meal in as ſhort 2 
time, came up again attending his return 
which was nor long after. After ſome diſ- 
courſes with the moſt eminent in their ſeveral 
Sciences and Profeſſions, as occaſion offered, 
He then withdrew wholly, appearing no more 
that night. Only he gave order to one as he 
went forth, that the Strangers ſhould appear 
before him in the Temple of Good Works the 
next morning. 

We no ſooner got back to the Strangers 


houſe, where after our wonted repaſt we fate 
ade 
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admiring the Vertres and Glories of the King 
of Benſalem ;, buit a Meſſenger expreſle broughr 
che ſummons, who making his addrefſe to us 
all, rold us. Ic was his Imperial Mn j-#ies will 
and pleaſnr ethat all the Strangers ſhould appear 
before bim in the Temple of good Works by eight 
of the clock the next Morning : that day being 
the holy feait of Sr. Barthz/omew. To this graci- 
ous ſummons J in che name of the reſt, all like= 
wile bowing, told him, that we were 'all pro- 
ſtrate at the ſeet of his Soveraignes Princel y 
devotion,and ſhould be ready to obey all his com- 
mans. Thanking him particularly for his 
care and pains in bearing that meſſage. Jr 
1s bur my dury ( replied he ) I being the Su 
perintendant of "the Ceremonies in that holy 
place. Therefore chat you may be przinſtrult- 
cd what is to be done there, and how you are 
ro behave your ſelves, I ſhall a lictle inform 
you. Ar which'courteous offer we all bowed 
again, and thewed a chearfu] readinets of at- 
tention, My friends,you miſt then in brief 
know ( ſaid he )) that co morrow 1s a general 
day of healing the tick, of viſiting others and 
rewarding the poor, which our S,/omons afcer 
himſeit w aſhing ſome of their feet, and his 
Nobles the reſt, doth liberally perform. Af- 
rer theſe ceremonies he doth inttal three of 
lis Nobility, conferring on them the high 
and ſacred honour or Order of che holy Croſs: 
there bejng never fewer then 50. of ir,and ne- 
ver above the numaber of threeſcore. Whilſt 
thole firk rices are in perform.ng you are all 
tO 
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ro keep your ſtations, and on your knees ex- 
pe& when So/omona will approack and reward 
youalſo Then aſſuring us he would him- 
ſelf place us there conveniently , he left us to 
our repoſe, and reminding ns preciſely ofthe 
hour,as not then to fail, he went his way. 

. The next morning we came at the appoint- 
ed hour to the Temple \ of good works : where 
the Syperintendant Ccourteouſly received us, 
 andplaced us all in three rows in a corner 
thereof by our ſelves. Here ſo ſoon as Divine 
ſervice was ended,So/omona deſcended from his 
[mperial Chair, and walking about the tem- 
ple did miniſter to every ones neceſſity as he 
was on his bare Knees in order placed, and as 
his particular wants did require, Some he 
rouched and praying over them healed them, 
for ( as Foabin had informed me )) he had the 
gift of healing alſo, as ſome of your European 
Kings have, particularly thoſe of Englandfrom 
Edw.the Confeſlours time,and thoſe of France, 
He waſhed the wounds of others, & of others 
he anointed their ſoars: and to all he gave 
ſome money or largeſſe. Whilſt this was in 
performing , Foabin ( who kneeled by us ) 
informed me; how that the Temple Ceremo- 
nies all being ended, not only theſe bur naa- 
ny other poor and aged perſons were to be 
feaſted in the great Hal/,where So/omona before 
they ſat down did uſe to waſh the feet of ſome, 
and give new raiment to others.And that ſo 
ſoon asthey had dined, we were allo there to 


be feaſted, 
This 
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This Ceremony of the Do/es being ended, 
the other of che Inſtalments of the three No- 
bles into the Order of the Holy Crols began. 
They were clad in long ſad ruffet coats made 
of Camels hair,having looſe and wide fleeves, 
and turned up with whice flannel, tied only 
cloſe about the middle with a white ſilken 
virdle alſo,in token of cheir innocence. Each 
of them had on his right ſhoulder a long 
Wooden Crotle, as long and heavy as that 
of the Cyrenians. Laden with theſe,and con- 
dug&:d by the Syperintendant one after the 0- 
ther,in a flow Pace and humble poſture, they 
firſt preſented themſelves with their Offerings 
of Gol ar the high Altar; and then foon at- 
ter, according to Solomonars example, all 
the rett of che Order did rhe like. Here ha- 
ving made their Oraifons, Solomouz firſt mating 
three bowes and the reſt doing the like, ail 
but the chree that were to be inſtalled, 
returned to their ſeveral Cells; where they 
ſar fill for half an hour, during which time 
the Temple and Qnire did eccho with moſt ra- 
viſhing and heavenly Muſic. The melody 
ended, the Sruperintendant went up to the ho- 
ly Altar ( before which the three Nbles were 
all chis while on their bare knees ) and con- 
ducted chem wich their Croffes on their ſhoul- 
ders to the imperial} Chair. Here each of 
themin order laying down his holy burchen, 
and kneling between Solowonaes knees,he wich 
his hand ,on the Crojſodans head bleſſed each 
af them ſeverally, ſaying, God bleſſe thee Soul- 
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dier, and make thee a Faithfull Son of the 
Church Militant,aad conſtant follower of the Sa- 
Viour. 

So ſoon as he had thus ſeverally bleſſed 
them all, he gave ro each of the three new 
Croiſndans ( forhe Knights were ever after 
called ) a gilt (word, which himſelf girded a- 
bour their 'Loins,and charged them to draw 
on:y in defence of the Chriftianfaicth. Afﬀeer 
that he gave to each of tneſe three a Crolle 
of Diamonds and Rubjes,in exchange for his 
wooden ones,which as Trophzes of their ho- 
nour were to be left and laid up in the 
Temple. This faftned toa red ribbin he did 
hang about each of their necks, and as he ſo 
did ic, charged him he ſhould alwaies wear it 
at his brea, in TOKEN of his hearty and ready 
obedience to take up the other again, when- 
ſoever the Savtour,the ever bleſſed General of 
thac Order,thoul. | require. Diſmilſed with this 
charge or oath of Fidelity ( tor other oarh 
the Subjc& of Benſalem rake none, as Know- 
ing that all that be Ch: iffs fol wer; will be obe- 
dient and fairitu] ro h's Anoinced Vicegerent) 
they were forthwith by che Syperznterdant 

roclaimed Croiſod.;ns and Chriftia d-fenders 

of the Holy Croſs, Immediately after this 
proclamation they retired into a litle "7 eltry, 
whence they came forth apparalled in moit 
glorious Vettments, and were then con: dn&ed 
ro cheir particalar Cells on high amongſt the 
reit of that Noble Order. Then after a Te Denun 
was lung.all ſolemnly ſtanding up with their 
faces 
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ſaces tothe Eaſt, with great variety of ſweer 
voices and muſfica] Inſtruments, they all with 
their {words drawn in their righe hands made 
a.public confefſion of their fairh- After all 
theſe Hymmes and Ceremonies thus decently 
performed, So/omona ( unto whom all borts 
himſelf and they had offered, was brought, 
their offerings being very large,thofe Tnjtalla- 
tion dayes eſpecially ) deſcended and diſtribu- 
ted them amongſt us the Scrangers, each of 
our ſhares amounting to no lefs chen rwo hun- 
dred Duckats. For the whule Offering he 
had before appointed to be divided equally, 
and pur into ſo many crimſon fi]k purſes 2s we 
were Strangers : which himſelf diſtributed a- 
monglt us giving to each of us one. Afﬀcer 
chis che Mulick ceaſed, and himſelf proclaim- 
ed his general pardon to all Offendours a- 
gainſt Law and ſuitice, all whom once in 12. 
years ( as Foabiz told me ) were at this Feſti- 
val uſually releaſed, pardoned and enlarged; 
concluding all at kis txic with rchis holy and 
heavenly prayer,

Vhich ſaid, he went our firſt himſelf, the 
Croiſcdans following next, and then the 0- 
cher Lords,Gentry and People in quuec order 
whilit all che Chorifters ſung this Anthem,
